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TIMELY CONVENTION 


([!HE convention on the problem of car parking being held in London 

today by the Institution of Municipal Engineers is indeed timely for 
there is no disputing the fact that in town centres, at any rate, the parked 
vehicle invariably creates congestion and is a contributory factor in accidents. 
But as the Minister of Transport himself has said the motor car is here to 
stay and the situation calls for clear thinking and sensible measures which 
will enable the traffic to keep flowing while at the same time providing the 
parking facilities which are essential to the economic life of the central areas. 


Unfortunately, muddled thinking abounds, restrictive measures seemingly 
being authority’s only answer to the problem, with the result that there is 
increasing friction between the police and the car user, now aggravated by the 
advent of traffic wardens. Further, some of the restrictions border on the 
ridiculous. One such example can be found in the Mayfair district of London 
where during the hours when parking meters are in operation (all day) goods 
vehicles are allowed to load and unload only in parking bays and motor cars not 
at all. One is presumably allowed to deliver a millinery box from a 10-ton lorry 
but not from a private car. One would have thought that if such restrictions 
were really necessary they could have been limited to the rush hours. Is it 
that we are so far behind other countries in the science of traffic engineering? 


Today, municipal engineers will have the opportunity of pointing the 
way to the solution of this difficult parking problem— it is to be hoped that 


they will have some constructive suggestions which will not fall on stony 
ground. 


The Severn Bridge 


A? last a start is to be made on the building of the Severn Suspension 

Bridge. After years of anticipation, tenders are now being invited for 
contract No. 1 which, as announced last week, involves the construction of 
the substructure of the bridge and of access roads to the site. Erection 
of the superstructure and the building of the Wye Bridge and eastern and 
western approaches will be carried out by further contracts, timed to enable 
the whole scheme to “proceed smoothly to its planned completion within five 
to six years.” 


The Government’s decision to proceed with this £16m. project is to 
be welcomed, to say the least. From the engineer’s point of view, of course, 
it means building a great structure—the Severn Bridge will be the fifth largest 
in the world (with the exception of the new Forth Bridge, the other larger 
structures are all in the U.S.A.—the Golden Gate at San Francisco, the 
George Washington in New York and the new Mackinac Bridge at Michigan). 


However, the main purpose of the Severn project is to improve road 
communications with South Wales. For instance, much of the traffic from 
Bristol and Somerset going to towns on the South Wales Coast now takes 
the route via Gloucester. The new bridge will cut 50 miles from this journey 
as well as helping to relieve traffic congestion in towns on the longer route. 


When it is completed in 1965-66, the Severn Bridge will therefore make 
a major contribution to the improvement of communications in that area. 
But it is also important to remember the needs of other parts of the country 
where many smaller schemes are still awaiting approval. Until these are 
completed the country will never have its modern highway system. 
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HUNTERSTON NUCLEAR POWER STATION 
UNDER CONSTRUCTION 


Civil Work Substantially Complete 


Tue major portion of the civil engi- 

neering work has been completed 
on the two reactor structures and the 
turbine hall of the £40m. Hunterston 
nuclear power station now being con- 
structed in Ayrshire for the South of 
Scotland Electricity Board. 

Externally, there is little to choose be- 
tween the appearance of the two reactor 
structures which tower some 180ft. above 
the site. The height of the second struc- 
ture has, until now, been limited by the 
necessity to lift parts of the first reactor 
across it. 

The last section of the concrete bio- 
logical shield of the first reactor having 
been lifted into position, a start has been 
made on the erection of the structure to 
house the service machine. This machine 
is being assembled for testing at the Erith 
works of the main contractors, The General 
Electric Co., Ltd., who are building the 
station in association with Simon-Carves, 
Ltd., Motherwell Bridge and Engineering 
Co., Ltd., and Mowlem (Scotland), Ltd. 


Emphasis on Mechanical Engineering 


The emphasis on construction has moved 
sway from civil engineering to mechanical 
engineering, with the fabrication and in- 
Stallation of the pressure vessels, steam- 
raising units, mechanical and electrical 
plant. It is hoped that the labour problems 
associated with the assembly of the 
yressure vessels and steam-raising units 
have now been resolved. 

Since work restarted in January of this 
year, production has been maintained at 
a Satisfactory level. Inside the first reactor 
structure, for instance, the assembly of 
the 3in, thick 70ft. diameter pressure 
vessel is complete, all courses having been 
placed and welded together, with the core 
support grid and inner heat shield located 





inside the vessel. The vessel is now being 
prepared for stress-relief. 

The supporting skirt of the second 
reactor pressure vessel has been fabricated 
in situ inside the biological shield and the 
combined bottom head and support course 
and No. 2 course have been lifted into 
position. 

Elsewhere on the site fabrication and 
assembly of the steam-raising units has 
been going ahead; several of the 210-ton 
vessels having been stress-relieved and 
hydraulically tested are now in the final 
stages of construction, which includes 
nuclear clean conditioning. The first 
steam-raising unit associated with the first 
reactor was accepted and lifted by the 
Goliath crane onto its plinth on September 
15 and preparations for tubing and gas 
circulator installation are already under 
way. Sections of the clean-conditioned gas 
ducting linking the reactor pressure vessel 
with the steam-raising units have arrived 
on site. 

Externally, the 680ft. long turbine hall 
appears complete, although internally much 
work is in progress. Three of the six 
condensers are installed, while the founda- 
tions for the turbo-generators are ready, 
awaiting the arrival of the sets themselves. 

Farther down the Ayrshire coast, to 
the south of the main part of the site, is 
the circulating water pumphouse. This 
building is finished and much of the equip- 
ment, including pumps, motors, band- 
screens, valves, filters, etc., is installed. 
The associated culverts and tunnels on the 
intake side of the circulating water system 
have been completed. On the outfall side, 
some 600yd. farther up the coast, the 
tunnels have been driven and are now being 
lined and the siphon seal is almost finished, 
bringing the end of civil work in this area 
in sight. 

On the north and south sides of the

now-completed concrete biological shield 
the adjoining “reactor building” and “exit 
building” are being constructed. The steel 
frames for both buildings were finished 
some time ago, and much progress has 
been made with the intermediate floors, 
brickwork, stairs and lift shafts. On the 
other two faces of the biological shield 
the eight concrete plinths and their con- 
necting floors are ready for the steam- 
raising units, one of which is already in 
position. All the seal oil pumps, tanks 
and coolers have been installed at the 
various levels in the reactor structure. 
Much of the concrete structure upon 
which the tracks of the service machine 
will be mounted has been built. The 
450-ton machine will be situated at the 
178ft. 6in. level, above the biological- 
shield roof of the reactor, and will have 
longitudinal and cross-traverse facilities. 


Rehearsal Shaft 


A rehearsal shaft for the charge-machine 
is included in the reactor structure and 
the civil engineering for this is finished. 
It will be able to test every function of 
the charge machine and is expected to be 
used daily when the station is in opera- 
tion, Other completed work associated 
with the charge machine includes the in- 
Stallation of the turntable tracks, roller 
path, cooling and shielding water tanks, 
= the fitting of the massive exit shielding 

oor. 

With the circumferential welding be- 
tween the various courses of the reactor 
pressure vessel being either finished or 
in an advanced state of completion, and 
the welding in and non-destructive testing 
of the charge nozzles and control rod 
nozzles also progressing well, the time for 
stress-relief of the whole structure is 
approaching. Electrical resistance heating 
will be employed for this operation, which 
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will then be followed by final installation 
work and a pneumatic pressure test. This 
test consists of subjecting the sphere to 
an internal pressure of 253lb./sq. in and 
checking for leaks. Air will be used for 
this test. All this work will be completed 
and graphite laying will begin in the 
summer of 1961. 

The ‘top inner surface of the pressure 
vessel is to be cooled by diverting some 
of the incoming CO, coolant gas through 
a system of pipes suspended between the 
inner heat shield and the pressure vessel 
dome. These pipes which are perforated 
on the upper surfaces to permit the escape 
of the coolant gas, are in the process of 
being erected. 

Closing in of the reactor structure 
with precast concrete units which form 
the soffit of the roof biological shield has 
begun. Six inverted double-webbed T- 
beams are being used for this purpose, and 
they span the aperture, being supported 
at each end on a 308-ton member. Some 
of these T-beams are being left out tem- 
porarily to facilitate access to the reactor, 
but infilling of the remaining members 
has already commenced. 

Clean conditioning of the gas ducting, 
blowers and other plant directly in con- 
tact with the circulating cooling gas is 
necessary if reactor performance is not 
to suffer, Some of this cleaning is carried 
out on site, but the majority is performed 
in the manufacturers’ works, Sections of 
the clean conditioned ducting, parts of 
the first gas circulator and the main gas 
valves for reactor A are beginning to arrive 
on site and are being erected. Temporary 
structures are also being built in the 
vicinity of the reactor for the installation 
of the gas circulators and boiler tubing 
under nuclear clean conditions. 

During the past few months the first 
gas circulator drive has been undergoing 
a test of continuous running under load 
conditions and under simulated conditions 
of misalignment, and this has been satis- 
factorily concluded. More recently a 
shock load test has also been successfully 
carried out. Each gas circulator will be 
situated in the base of a steam-raising unit 
so that it will handle gas at the lowest 
temperature. The circulator will be 
mounted vertically with the impeller and 
diffuser inside the shell and the drive 
outside. This simplifies the gas sealing 
arrangements. 


Reactor B 


As indicated earlier the concreting of 
the 9ft. thick biological shield has reached 
an advanced state of completion. This has 
permitted work to proceed on the fitting 
of the platework on the outer skirt walls 
and on the inner face of the walls of the 
biological shield. This platework incor- 
porates full features for expansion and is 
spaced 2in. away fiom the walls to form 
a region through which air is circulated 
to control the temperature of the bio- 
logical shield. 

Work on the pressure vessel associated 
with this reactor is being carried out 
under cover on the special prefabrication 
area adjacent to the structure. The outer 
skirt has been fabricated in situ in the 
reactor vault, while the combined bottom 
head and support course was fabricated 
outside and lifted into position. Slotted 
gussets welded on the outside of the 
support course are used to locate it on 
the outer skirt. The gussets which fit 
on the inside of the bottom head to carry 
the core support grid have already been 
welded into position. More recently the 
second course has also been placed into 
position. The other courses of the pressure 
vessel are all in various stages of manu- 
facture. A start has also been made 
on fabricating the core support grid, and 
the inner heat shield. Profiting from

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reactor A experience, work is over two 
months ahead of schedule. 

Although it is not possible to erect 
the biological shield roof, the two 308-ton 
members and the six double-webbed T- 
beams which form the soffit have already 
been cast and are stacked on the nearby 
plinths of the steam-raising units. 


Steam-raising Units 


The first steam-raising unit shell has 
been internally cleaned and is in position 
on its plinth, ready for the erection of 
the main gas ducts and installation of the 
internal tube banks, The shells of the 
other 15 steam-raising units, for both 
reactors, are in the process of assembly. 
Three of these have been stress-relieved 
and tested hydrostatically, and two are now 
being clean conditioned. Two more have 
been prepared for stress-relief. Further 
top and bottom head assemblies of the 
steam-raising units are being fabricated at 
the works of the manufacturer and several 
have been delivered to site. 


Circulating Water Works 


The construction of this part of the 
project is probably the most advanced on 
the station. The intake headwork and 
jetty are practically complete and the lining 
of the twin intake tunnels and land shafts 
is finished: this is also true of the main 
structure of the pumphouse, including the 
outer stonework facings. 

The penstocks and all eight bandscreens 
inside the pumphouse have now been 
erected, together with four of the six main 
circulating-water pumps and three of their 
800-h.p. motors, and associated pipework 
and valves. The access galleries in the 
pumphouse will be finally completed after 
the installation of the remaining pumps. 

To prevent fouling of the various cul- 
verts and pipework by marine organisms, 
the circulating-water system is provided 
with equipment which delivers chlorine 
solution to the intake headworks. The 
automatic dosing gear and pumps for this 
system have been installed in a room in 
the main pumphouse. The drums of 
chlorine will be kept in a separate storage 
room, adjacent to the pumphouse loading 
bay, which is fitted with special ventilating 
equipment to ensure the safety of 
personnel.

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The majority of the civil engineering 
work associated with the circulating-water 
culverts, linking the pumphouse with 
turbine hall and the turbine hall to the 
on-shore culverts on the outfall side, has 
been carried out. Work on the siphon 
seal, outfall shafts and on-shore outfall 
culverts is proceeding while the juctions 
between the on-shore culverts and the off- 
shore 10ft.-diameter tunnels are _practi- 
cally complete. The construction of the 
outfall headworks, some 460yd. off-shore, 
is well up to schedule. 


Turbine Hall 


Externally, the turbine hall, with trans- 
formers in their stone-filled bays on the 
north side, presents a finished appearance. 

The civil engineering on the interior 
of the turbine hall is substantially com- 
plete. The six turbo-generator foundation 
blocks are in position and delivery of the 
first two sets are scheduled for October, 
Two 440-kW alternator exciters are being 
stored in the building. 


Reinforced-concrete blast walls have 
been constructed to prevent accidental 
damage to the cabling which will 


eventually be run over the “pipe bridge” 
linking each reactor to the turbine hall. 
The tank floor is completed on the south 
side of the building and all the tanks 
have been erected and are now being lined 
internally with protective coatings. 

The first main condenser is installed, and 
the second and third are in an advanced 
stage of erection. Good progress is 
reported on the erection of the first set 
of feed-heating plant and extraction pumps. 
The access platforms around the first 
turbo-generator block are _ practically 
finished and work on those around the 
second set is under way. 

The hydrogen water/water coolers on 
the north side of the first turbo-generator 
blocks have now been assembled in posi 
tion and the copperwork between the first 
two blocks erected as far as possible. 

The 42in. inlet and outlet valves in the 
circulating-water system on the north side 
of the basement have been fitted and the 
pipework to Nos. 1 and 2 turbo-generator 
sets is nearly finished. The racks over the 
c.w. culverts are ready for receiving the 
cables, having been extended under 
the operating floor of the turbine hall, 
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Under the control room the Mulsifyre- 
system diesel pumps are installed, together 
with the refrigerating plant, ductwork, 
and fans for the central control room air 
conditioning system. 

_The first of three 1,000-kW emergency 
diesel generators is to be erected in the 
basement of the turbine hall. These sets 
will be used to supply the essential power 
station auxiliaries in the event of a failure 
of the incoming supply to the station. 

The H.P. and L.P. steam receivers have 
been placed in position and fitted with 
their valves; in addition, the pipe supports 
for the steam and feed ranges have been 
grouted in under the operating floor, and 
over half of the pipework for the first part 
of the contract has already been erected, 
the remainder being available on site. 

Near the centre of the south annexe, 
both dump condensers with their de- 
superheaters will be located, and much of 
the supporting steelwork is finished. The 
lift communicating between all floors of 
the building is ready for testing. 

The floors of the switch and battery 
rooms on the north side of the turbine 
hall have been completed, and most of 
the switchgear for the first half of the 
contract is already in the building. 


Ancillary Buildings 


The workshop to the east of the turbine 
hall is nearly complete so far as cladding 
is concerned, and the crane is already in- 
stalled. A “clean conditions workshop” 
has been constructed inside this building 
which is being used for the final cleaning 
of the steam-raising units. 

The administration building sited to the 
east of the turbine hall has now been 
occupied by the staff of the South of Scot- 
land Electricity Board, and the adjoining 
welfare building is ready for occupation. 
The nearby uranium and graphite store 
is very nearly complete. 

The charge-machine maintenance build- 
ing, to the south of reactor B, is linked 
to both reactor structures by means of 
rail tracks. These serve to bring the charge 
machines, which are at ground level, into 
the building for servicing. 

The building is practically finished, an 
interesting feature being the inclusion of 
a clean-conditions tower, a necessary

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THAMES-LEE VALLEY DEEP TUNNEL MAIN 


BELIEVED to be the longest artificial 

tunnel in the world, the 19-mile 
Thames-Lee Valley water main, which 
will carry raw water from Hampton, 
Middlesex, to Lockwood, Walthamstow, 
was inaugurated last week for the 
Metropolitan Water Board. 

For nearly a century the maintenance of 
water supply to east London, which area 
is chiefly dependent upon the River Lee, 
has given rise to difficulty in periods of 
drought. In recent years the demand for 
water in this eastern area has considerably 
increased, and it is likely that the Board 
will be required in the not too distant 
future to provide substantial quantities in 
bulk to the South Essex Waterworks 
Company. 


The Need for the Main 


To make good any deficiency in the Lee 
supply it has been the practice to rely upon 
a standby reserve of plant in the Thames 
Valley and to pump large quantities of 
filtered Thames water across London. This 
arrangement is uneconomical inasmuch as 
during years of average or excessive rain- 
fall certain plant in the Thames Valley 
remains idle for long periods while in 
years of drought that in the Lee Valley 
is only partly loaded. Moreover, at times 
of high demand, a large proportion of 
the capacity of the Thames works is neces- 
sarily absorbed in meeting the increasing 
demands for water elsewhere and is there- 
tore not available for east London at the 
time when it is most needed. 

In order to remedy this situation the 
Board in 1948 decided to lay a large main 
from Hampton works to King George’s 
reservoir at Chingford so that raw Thames 
water could be pumped across to the Lee 
Valley. The choice of the most suitable 
route for such a main presented a problem. 
To lay it in open trench through the many 
miles of streets in the built-up area would 
obviously present great difficulties, and a 
semi-circular route round the north of 
London would not be a satisfactory alterna- 
tive. Consideration was therefore given 
to the construction of the main in deep 
tunnel through the London clay. This 
clay extends over the more central part 
of the London Basin and reaches a maxi- 
mum depth of 500ft. in places. It is 
usually overlain by an appreciable depth 
of sand and gravel, and for all practical 
purposes it is watertight, a property which 
has been taken advantage of by the Board 
in constructing all their large storage 
reservoirs. 

The use of tunnels for the conveyance 
of the public water supply in London had 
not hitherto been much favoured. They 
were generally considered to be more ex- 
pensive than surface pipes, and it is neces- 
sary to make them of a certain minimum 
diameter which is large compared with 
most surface conduits. It was also usually 
more convenient for reasons of distribution 
to have a large number of smaller conduits 
than a few large ones. The geological 
conditions, too, were sometimes con- 
sidered as not specially suitable for 
hydraulic pressure tunnels. 

During the last war plans were conceived 
by the Board’s engineering staff involving 
the use of tunnels in the future. At that 
time they had no practical experience of 
this type of main and in order to ascertain 
if such a proposal were feasible Sir William 
Halcrow and Partners, consulting engi- 
neers, were asked to study the problem 
and put forward a suitable design. It was 
decided to Jay an experimental length of 
about 1,000ft. at the Stoke Newington 
works in order to ascertain what difficulties 
were likely to be encountered and to 
provide information as to the actual costs. 

The task which presented itself was to 
devise a method of laying and jointing a

large diameter pipe inside a tunnel of 
only slightly larger diameter and sub- 
sequently filling the space between the 
main and the tunnel. 

Trial borings were sunk at close inter- 
vals along the proposed route to determine 
the level at which the main must run, and 
hence the pressure under which it would 
operate. Because of the need to reduce 
to a minimum the periodical emptying of 
such a main for cleaning and other pur- 
poses it was decided to protect the steel 
pipes from corrosion by a spun concrete 
lining. 

The driving of the tunnel itself presented 
little trouble for the London clay is an 
admirable medium for this purpose. The 
main problem was the lining, and for this 
it was decided to adapt and develop the 
Don-Seg system. This consists of forming 
a ring with identical precast unreinforced 
concrete wedge-shaped segments to the 


Great care and ingenuity were displayed 
throughout this experimental work. For 
instance, at an early stage it was found that 
the completed rings proved to be a fraction 
of an inch too tight for the excavation. 
This possibility had been foreseen by the 
contractors who thereupon cast the re- 
maining rings to a diameter only ;in. 
less than the diameter of the excavation, 
instead of ;'sin. more as in the first few 
rings, and adl these closed without trouble, 
The output averaged 40 rings (70ft.) a 
week, and the finished tunnel presented 
a smooth internal surface with little varia- 
tion in the nominal diameter of 90in. 
For the main in the experimental tunnel 
concrete lined welded steel pipes were 
used, the transportation and laying of 
which also called for special arrangements. 
Each pipe, 75in. internal diameter and 
14ft. 6in. long, weighed 4} tons, and 
specially designed gear was used for lower-

exact diameter of a clean circular excava- 
tion cut by a special shield. Advantages 
of this system are—economy, since no re- 
inforcements or bolts are required for the 
lining; the elimination of pressure grout- 
ing between lining and clay; speed of 
erection; and low costs. The internal 
diameter of the Don-Seg lining of the 
tunnel for the experimental length was 
90in. and the length of each ring was 2lin. 
The thickness of the lining was 5}{2in. 
While the preliminary site work was in 
progress, the contractors cast the first of 
the segments at their precast concrete 
works, a complete ring consisting of 10 
segments, involving 30,170 segments per 
mile. As about 19 miles of tunnel would 
ultimately be constructed, the production 
of more than 573,000 segments had to be 
envisaged, each of which weighed 3cwt. 
A special tunnel shield required for the 
Don-Segs was designed by Kinnear, 
Moodie and Co., Ltd., the contractors for 
the experimental length, and was built 
by Arthur Foster (East Ham), Ltd. After 
sinking a cast-iron lined shaft to a depth 
of 110ft., a 40ft. length of tunnel was first 
driven and lined with standard precast 
reinforced concrete balted segments 
grouted under pressure. Thereafter driving 
continued, using the Don-Segs for lining. 


ing the pipes to the bottom of the shaft 
and for drawing them along the tunnel 
to the required positions. Since the 
economy of the design depended so largely 
upon achieving the smallest possible 
clearance between the pipe and the tunnel, 
a great deal of thought was given to the 
design of the travelling gear. The pipes 
were subsequently joined together by weld- 
ing. Good results were obtained and the 
main difficulty encountered was the fog 
created by the welding. Compressed air 
blown in did not remedy this, probably 
due to the fact that this length of tunnel 
had only one shaft and a closed end, 
affording no natural ventilation, and resort 
was therefore had to extraction by fan 
duct. 

Filling of the annular space between the 
steel pipes and the concrete lining of the 
tunnel was essential to ensure that the 
steel pipe should not rust and to form a 
solid continuous structure of the concrete 
segments, the filling and the steel pipe, 
which would withstand both external and 
internal pressures, and have no tendency 
toward movement. For these reasons the 
more economical filling of blown sand 
was rejected in favour of concrete or grout. 

The laying of this experimental length 
was commenced in April, 1950, and was 
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completed by August, 1951. It demon- 
strated that the construction of a main in 
tunnel was a practical proposition and that 
it could be built safely, rapidly and eco- 
nomically, At that time it was assumed 
that the Thames to Lee Valley tunnel 
would be lined with steel pipes. 

Later in the same year a similar tunnel 
was constructed for a short distance be- 
tween the Queen Mary Reservoir and 
Ashford Common. This was also lined 
with Don-Segs, but no steel pipe lining 
was used, investigations made before, 
during and after construction confirming 


that the weight and strength of the clay 
surrounding the concrete segments would 
withstand the pressure of the water. 


£1m. Saving in Steel 
In the light of the experience gained 
at Stoke Newington and more particularly 
at Ashford Common, the design of the 


main was reviewed. It was decided to 
increase the nominal internal diameter to 


Clay excavation at 


102in. and to construct it at such a depth 
that the water from the Thames would flow 
by gravity to a terminal shaft near Lock- 
wood reservoir whence it would be pumped 
to the several storage reservoirs in the 
Lee Valley. This resulted in a very con- 
siderable reduction in pumping costs, and 
the lowering of the water pressure in the 
tunnel which was effected enabled the steel 
pipes to be dispensed with, giving a saving 
of some 20,000 tons of steel, and about 
£1m. in cost, 


Route of Main 


With a total length of 33,239yd., the 
main follows an almost direct route from 
an intake at Hampton to the Lockwood 
shaft, Walthamstow, passing beneath 
Bushy Park, the river Thames near 
Teddington Lock, Ham Common, Rich- 
mond Park, Barnes Common and the Barn 
Elms reservoirs. Crossing the Thames 
again below Hammersmith Bridge it passes 
close by Olympia, beneath Paddington 
Station and Lords Cricket Ground to 
Barrow Hill works, whence its course lies 
under Holloway Priston, Stoke Newington 
works and Stamford Hill to Lockwood 
reservoir. From this point two 54in. 
diameter mains, laid in trench, convey 
water northwards, one into the High 
Maynard reservoir and the other ter- 
minating at the Chingford South pumping 
station, whence the water will be pumped 
into either the William Girling or the King 
George’s reservoirs. Branches from this 
main connect into the Lockwood and Ban- 
bury reservoirs. 


. 
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A number of shafts varying in depth 
between approximately 674ft. and 192ft. 
have been sunk along the route of 
the main for construction and main- 


tenance purposes. The terminal shaft 
at Lockwood is 674ft. deep and has 
a diameter of 25ft., that is, 13ft. 


greater than that of the others, in order 
to accommodate the pumps, Electric 
motors, meters, main switches and fuses 
are conveniently arranged above ground. 
The water is carried through each of the 
intermediate shafts in a large diameter 
steel pipe, fitted with covered access 
branches, Stairways and landings are pro- 
vided in the shafts and the normal cover 
consists of a reinforced concrete slab 
provided with separate access manholes 
for personnel and equipment. 

The depth of cover over the main is 
in general more than 100ft. but owing to 
the reduced thickness of the London clay 
in the Lee Valley, only about 50ft. or 60ft. 
of cover is present east of Stoke Newing-

ton. A telephone cable will be laid along 
the tunnel for control purposes. 


Instead of the usual form of inlet with 
large penstocks or gates, large areas of 
moving parts and high cost of maintenance 
at the Hampton works, the water from 
the Thames passes to the main through 
siphons (three were found convenient), 
formed of concrete and capable of being 
started and stopped at will. The only 
moving parts consist of hand-operated 
valves of the type used in distribution 
mains, none having a diameter of more 
than 6in. 


At the terminal shaft at Lockwood six 
pumps of the vertical spindle borehole type 
with weatherproof motors, each having 
a capacity of 25 m.g.d., have been installed. 
three working against a head of 44ft. for 
supplying water to the High Maynard 
reservoir and the remaining three working 
against a head of 88ft. for supplying water 
to the Chingford South pumping station 
or to Lockwood and Banbury reservoirs. 
These units will be driven by purchased 
current transformed down from 11,000-V to 
3,300-V. The plant is remotely controlled 
from the Ferry Lane works and is the first 
“outdoor” pumping station to be con- 
structed by the Board. 


In addition to the pumps in the terminal 
shaft at Lockwood a vertical spindle bore- 
hole type pump with weatherproof motor, 
having a capacity of 12.5 m.g.d., has been 
installed at shaft No. 18, which is adjacent 
to the West reservoir at Stoke Newington 
works. This pump will lift water from 
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the main and discharge it into this reser- 
voir when required. 


The main is designed to _ carry 
120,000,000 gallons of water per day but 
at first it is not expected to be used at a 
greater rate than 70 m.g.d. 


Construction Method 


The shafts, conveniently situated at 
intervals of between three-quarters to one 
mile along the route of the main, were 
constructed by hand mining the material 
from the area enclosed by the shaft and 
underpinning with rings formed of either 
reinforced concrete or cast-iron segments 
bolted together. The internal diameter of 
each shaft, except the one at Lockwood, 
is 12ft. widening out to 15ft. at the junc- 
tion with the tunnel, 


For driving the tunnel the special form 
of shield, developed in connection with the 
experimental section, was used which 
pushed the segments of the ring home and 
tightened them into position against the 
clay, severe space restrictions leading to 
major departures from previous design. 
The device is essentially a very strong 
circular steel cylinder whose outside 
diameter is that of the external diameter 
of the tunnel lining segments. The primary 
function of the shield is to cut a circular 
hole of an exact diameter in the clay; its 
secondary function, as its name implies, 
is to shield the workmen engaged in 
driving the tunnel. 


The shield was pushed forward by 12 
hydraulic rams, one to each segment in 
the lining ring, aligned so that their heads 
moved parallel to the axis of the shield 
when under pressure and positioned so 
as to distribute their thrust uniformly 
across the radial width of the lining. The 
forward or leading edge of the shield was 
provided with a cutting edge having a 
bead projecting beyond the surface of the 
shield to make allowance for the expansion 
of the clay when its face was exposed 
prior to the erection of the lining. 


Types of Lining 


Two types of concrete segment linings 
were used for the 102in. internal diameter 
tunnel, the Don-Seg and Wedge Block. 
In the former there were 12 segments all 
of which were wedge-shaped and inter- 
changeable. They were placed alternately 
broad face followed by narrow face forward 
and thus each second segment acted as a 
key which, when forced home by the appro- 
priate ram, expanded the ring against the 
clay. In the Wedge Block type each ring 
consists of one key segment where the 
longitudinal faces are tapered to form a 
wedge, two wide segments with one longi- 
tudinal face tapered to match the key, 
and nine parallel-sided segments. Thus 
in this type of lining there is only one key 
segment which when forced home by a 
ram tightens the ring against the clay. 
No reinforcement was used in either of 
these types of lining and no bolts were 
required to hold them in position in the 
ring. Bolted type segments were used for 
the relatively short lengths where ground 
unsuitable for the use of unbolted types 
was encountered. 


Excavation of the clay was carried out 
by miners, using pneumatic spades, to a 
diameter several inches less than that of 
the shield and for a distance equal to 
the length of a ring ahead of the cutting 
edge of the shield, leaving a rim of clay 
a few inches wide to be cut off during 
the forward shove of the shield. The 
excavated clay was loaded into skips, When 
loaded the skips were hauled by an electric 
battery-operated locomotive along the 
already completed tunnel to the working 
shaft up which they were lifted by a crane 
and the clay was tipped into a muck 
hopper above ground, the hopper being 
suitably raised to enable easy loading of 
the lorries for transporting the clay to 
a tip. 

When the excavation of the clay for a 
distance equal to the length of a ring 
(generally 24in.) had been completed, the 
rams of the shield, which had during this 
stage been bearing on the edge of the last

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completed ring and in the retracted posi- 
tion, were operated by hydraulic pressure 
and the shield pushed forward so as to 
cut the rim of clay and leave behind a 
clean surface ready for the erection of the 
next ring. The rams were then retracted 
and the segments, which had been brought 
up the already completed tunnel on flat 
bogies while the excavation had been 
taking place, were manhandled into posi- 
tion against the exposed surface of the 
clay. In the case of the Don-Seg type, 
alternate segments had their wide ends 
pressed against the previously tightened 
ring, and the others their narrow ends 
towards but 4in. from the edge of this 
ring. Segments in the top half of the ring 
were temporarily supported by being 
wedged off steel bars projecting out from 
the back of the shield, and the ring was 
then expanded and tightened by operating 
the rams to drive home the six key 
segments. 

In the case of the Wedge Block type of 
lining, which was used for a length of 
about 1,000yd. of the tunnel, the same 
procedure was used with the exception 
that all segments except the key were 
placed in position with their ends against 
the end of the previously constructed ring 
and the tightening was achieved by driving 
home the key segment at the top. 

After a ring had been completed excava- 
tion was recommenced and the cycle of 
operations repeated to build the next ring, 
and so on. 


Rotary Shield 


A rotary digging shield for use with the 
Don-Seg type of lining was also developed 
by Kinnear, Moodie and Co., Ltd., and 
was used for the construction of about 
9,000yd. of the tunnel. The forward end 
of this shield was provided with radial 
cutting blades which were rotated as the 
shield was pushed forward by the rams, 
cutting and lifting the clay so that it 
fell into a hopper from which it passed 
on to a belt conveyor which discharged 
it into a skip. When the shield had been 
pushed forward a distance equal to the 
length of one ring the cutting blades were 
stopped, the belt conveyor was moved 
backwards out of the way and the rams 
were retracted so that the erection of the 
ring could be proceeded with in the same 
manner as previously described, With this 
type of shield as much as 360ft. of tunnel 
could be constructed in one week when in 
good ground, which was about twice the 
rate which could be made with the shield 
for hand digging in similar ground, 

Tunnelling, which began in February, 
1955, and was completed by June, 1959, 
was carried on in both directions from 
most of the shafts and when the drives 
from adjacent shafts approached each 
other, a shield dismantling chamber, of 
13ft. 6in. internal diameter and lined with 
bolted type segments, was constructed, In 
this chamber a mass concrete cradle, with 
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longitudinal steel rails partly embedded in 
in its upper surface, was erected in the 
invert and the two shields were driven 
on to it in succession. There they were 
dismantled to enable them to be trans- 
ported along the tunnel and up the shaft 
for further use. 


To keep the alignment of the tunnel 
true to the desired line and level involved 
very accurate surveying and also the 
skilled manipulation of the rams in order 
to correct any errors in the line followed 
by the shield. As an adjacent shaft might 
be hidden by buildings it was necessary, in 
order to continue the line of the tunnel, 
to carry out a traverse, involving a 
measurement of the lengths of lines and 
their angles in relation to the centre line 
of the tunnel, along the intervening roads 
and streets. 


The final operation comprised the lining 
of the main with a }in. thickness of mortar 
applied by machine so as to leave a smooth 
surface which will keep the resistance to 
flow of the water in the tunnel to a 
minimum, 


Consultants and Contractors 


The total cost of the scheme amounts 
to about £4,300,000. Design and super- 
vision of the civi] engineering works was 
carried out by Sir William Halcrow and 
Partners, London, S.W.1, in collaboration 
with the Board’s chief engineer, Mr. H. F. 
Cronin, until his retirement in May, 1959, 
and then with his successor, Mr. W. M. 
Lloyd Roberts. The chief engineer was 
responsible for the installation of pumping 
machinery.

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ACCIDENT SURVEY REVEALS 
HIGH FREQUENCY FIGURES 


A MAN working on building sites in 

the London area can expect five 
serious accidents in the course of his 
working life. That is the conclusion 
of an accident frequency survey recently 
completed by Mr. F. D. Mann, safety 
officer, Wates, Ltd., according to the 
current issue of Wates News. 


Breaking down all lost time accidents 
by areas and Iecations, and relating them 
in terms of working hours lost to the 
average working life in the building 
industry, the analysis points out the 
terribly high number of accidents each 
man in the company may expect to suffer 
—if the current rate of accidents is not 
controlled and reduced, 

While sites in the London area have an 
expectation of five accidents per man, the 
Birmingham sites have an expectation only 
slightly better at 4.7. 

Wates Built Homes sites, calculated 
separately, have an expectation of 4.7 acci- 
dents per man, and there is a similar figure 
for the Bedfont plant of Modular Con- 
crete Co. The frequency rates for main- 
tenance department and plant yard work 
out a little better at 3.6 and three. The 
average for the whole company is 4.8. 


Average Working Life 


The figures were drawn up to the end 
of the first half of this year. Mr. Mann 
expects the end-of-year figures to provide 
even more interest because they will be 
compared with figures from building firms 
of similar size to Wates. The frequency 
rate is carefully calculated on the Inter- 
national Labour Organisation formula. 
Men directly employed by subcontractors 
on Wates sites are not included. Average 
working life in the industry is reckoned 
to be 100,000 working hours, 


FIRE SERVICE BUILDING 
Lack of Progress Deplored 


Mr. J. A. Broadbent, chief fire officer 
of Wiltshire, said in his recent presidential 
address at the annual conference of the 
Chief Fire Officers’ Association, that many 
fire stations were bad for public relations, 
unfair to officers and men, a deterrent to 
recruiting and a drag on operational and 
administrative efficiency. 

The lack of progress with fire service 
building had brought disappointment and 
frustration to fire authorities and despera- 
tion to chief fire officers trying to cope 
with the problem on an annual budget. 

“We must have support in our building 
problems if we are to maintain a reasonable 
standard of efficiency,” he said.

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CONSTRUCTION 
AT WINFRITH 


VHE development of the Atomic Energy Estab- 
lishment at Winfrith, Dorset, for the United 
Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority has proved 
a formidable challenge to both designers and con- 
tractors. But, as a recent visit to the site by 
The Contract Journal showed, this challenge has 
been more than met during the three years the 
project has been in progress. 

The major portion of the Winfrith site was water- 
logged peaty heathland, scarred by wartime battle 
training and devoid of any shelter from the weather. 
Now stand reactors, reactor halls, administrative offices 
and a host of other buildings, while other develop- 
ments such as the “Dragon” project described in our 
issue of August 18, 1960, are under construction. The 
building and civil engineering contractors, Turriff 
Construction Corporation, Ltd., have successfully 
maintained the programmes set and found solutions 
to the many problems that have constantly arisen from 
the difficult. site conditions and from the continual 
revisions of planning and design that are inherent 
in the development of an advanced experimental! 
establishment. This development is continuing anc 
Turriff have recently obtained further contracts cover- 
ing the construction of the Zebra reactor and ancillary 
buildings, the main engineering/administrative block 
and several buildings known as phase 3. 

The whole of the construction programme is under 
the control of Mr. T. L. Viney, F.R.I.B.A., director 
of works and buildings, U.K. . with Mr. R. S.

HERE was little at the annual con- 
ference of the Trades Union Con- 
gress of significant importance to the 
building industry, with the possible ex- 
ception of Mr. Harry Weaver‘s virtually 
echoless call for its nationalisation. The 
reports of his speech published in the 
newspapers showed that the arguments 
he advanced in support of the motion down 
in his name were not greatly dissimilar 
from those made in past speeches on this 
subject. In fact, I rather gained the im- 
pression that he searched for and used 
phrases and argyments which were more 
likely to hit the headlines than to give 
solid backing to the motion. I have been 
wondering since whether this was inten- 
tional. 

As on previous occasions when this 
subject has been to the fore at the T.U.C. 
and building unions’ conferences, the 
building industry proved to be an easy 
one to attack. After aJl, every job it 
does is as good as tailor-made, on a 
different site and with a different labour 
force. It is not surprising that there are 
occasions when, from the eye level of 
building operatives, there appears to 
be a certain lack of organisation, a certain 
amount of room for improvement in the 
sequence or order of operations. But 
because some building operatives think 
that the building industry is not so 
efficient as it might be it doesn’t mean that 
there is a case for nationalisation. It 
would give no greater guarantee of im- 
proved efficiency anyway. I suspect that 
Mr. Weaver knows this as well as I do. 
Why, then, did he speak so disparagingly 
of his industry to his’ T.U.C. colleagues 
in the Isle of Man? The answer is a 
long and involved one and is not uncon- 
nected with the political turmoils, of both 
national and domestic complexion, now 
being experienced in the building unions. 

The regrettable thing about the T.U.C. 
motion, which was approved without com- 
ment, is that it had to be handled by 
Mr. Weaver. The things he said cannot 
be expected to please the building em- 
ployers, Yet next month, if the usual 
pattern of things is followed, he and his 
other colleagues of the N.F.B.T.O. will be 
negotiating with the employers for better 
wages and working conditions. The em- 
ployers will be expected to look upon the 
operatives’ submissions if not with benevo- 
lence then with understanding and sym- 
pathy. Mr. Weaver’s efforts in the Isle 
of Man cannot be said to have encouraged 
the employers to display these feelings. 
Still, there are some long-heads among 
the employers and it may be that the 
rather false position Mr. Weaver found 
himself in at the T.U.C. conference will 
be understood. I hope so, anyway. 


R. FRANK BEAZLEY, the Clerk to 
the National Joint Council for the 
Building Industry, has kindly sent me a 
copy of the 1960 report of the National 
Joint Apprenticeship Board. It contains 
some interesting facts and figures on 
recruitment and indenturing. Throughout 
its pages I have no difficulty in recognising 
the restraint used by Mr. Harvey G. Frost, 
the chairman of the Board, in seeking to 
excuse his fellow builders who fail to 
indenture apprentices in the proper way 
or who, worse still, do not engage appren- 
tices at all. 

I wonder how long the industry is going 
to allow this near farce to continue. A 
million and a half men are employed in 
building, the industry is busier today than 
possibly at any other time in its history, 
the prospects for the future have never 
been paralleled in brightness and yet less 
apprentices were registered and indentured 


last year than in 1953. In fact, 1959 showed 
the lowest figure of any year in the last 
seven. 

The curious thing is that there seems to 
be no falling away in the number of boys 
entering the industry to train as craftsmen. 
This clearly means that a number of young 
men are receiving, at best, a haphazard 
form of training at the conclusion of which 
they will have no chance of getting in- 
dentures which will establish beyond all 
doubt their competence in their chosen 
crafts, These lads are not themselves to 
be blamed. The real culprits are either 
their parents, who allow them to be em- 
ployed under such unsatisfactory condi- 
tions, or the employers who engage them 
without any intention of shouldering their 
responsibilities both to the industry and 
the boys they engage. 

It seems to me that there is a big job 
here for the N.J.A.B. It has got to preach 
the gospel of properly indentured appren- 
ticeships not only with the employers but 
in the other spheres where it is likely 
to bring results. I mean the youth employ- 
ment officers and the parents of those lads 
contemplating building as a career, As 
the report says, the National Apprentice- 
ship Scheme (which is a first-class one) 
must be fully implemented, and that means 
that all lads under training must be 
properly indentured under an approved 
written deed and registered with the 
Board. It is one of the best ways I know 
of making building a more attractive 
industry. 

The alternative is just around the corner. 
It is one that building employers are un- 
likely to welcome. Mr. John Hare, the 
Minister of Labour, is thinking about it 
now—a compulsory levy on all industry 
to provide training schemes so that the 
extra number of school leavers resulting 
from the “bulge” will have a chance to 
acquire technical skill to fit them for a 
useful branch of industry. Once such a 
scheme is introduced, my guess is that 
it will be difficult to get rid of it and 
employers will be paying the levy for the 
rest of their natural lives. So far as 
building employers are concerned, they 
can best avoid the imposition of such a 
levy by using the National Apprenticeship 
Scheme and by ensuring that the appren- 
tices they engage are not merely appren- 
tices in name only but are properly 
registered and indentured. 


HREE items of news in the last few 
weeks suggest to me that the archi- 
tectural profession has got some important 
things to think about: the Lanarkshire 
County Council do not propose to employ 
any more private architects because their 
fees are twice as high as the operating 
costs of the County architectural depart- 
ment, The R.I.B.A. say that it is impos- 
sible to compare the different rates of 
commission because private architects have 
higher overheads to carry. A _ strange 
comment this, because there seems to be 
a parallel between the decision of the 
Lanarkshire County Council in respect of 
architects and the policy of a much larger 
number of local authorities in employing 
their own direct labour departments for 
building work. The builders argue that 
the overheads of local authority direct 
labour departments are not always or not 
adequately charged to the jobs undertaken 
by them, They are probably right. Over- 
heads are a necessary charge on any enter- 
prise. It is the scale of them which largely 
determines the level of efficiency. It will 
be a sad day for architects in private 
practice if other local authorities follow 
Lanarkshire’s example. If they do the 
R.I.B.A. will have to find some better and 
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more cogent arguments. The builders 
should be able to help. 

In Edinburgh the Corporation have given 
to building contractors the job of re- 
developing sites at present occupied by 
4,000 temporary houses, The cost is 
expected to be about £18m. The con- 
tractors will employ their own architects 
and surveyors. 

The architects in Edinburgh are up in 
arms and the Edinburgh Architectural 
Association has asked the Corporation to 
receive a delegation, Mr. Percy Johnson- 
Marshall, senior lecturer in the Depart- 
ment of Architecture at Edinburgh 
University, has told The Guardian that 
schemes costing £18m. demand high- 
level thinking and planning as_ they 
would change the face of Edinburgh. 
Such schemes would normally’ go 
either to open competition or to 
a top-ranking architect. Handing the 
scheme to a contractor, he says, gives no 
guarantee that he would take professional 
advice on design or planning. 

This is the old story. Contractors em- 
ploy architects, properly qualified men, 
and then their professional colleagues seek 
to denigrate them and rob them of their 
professional status. I have written on 
this topic before. The architects in private 
practice cannot have it both ways. If 
a man satisfactorily passes his examinations 
to qualify as a competent architect then 
it must be appreciated that he remains 
one whether he sets up in private practice 
or takes employment with a local authority 
or a building contractor. It makes no 
difference to his thinking or ability. The 
Edinburgh Architectural Association may 
feel aggrieved but they must be realistic. 

The third item is a comment by Lord 
Taylor, medical director of Harlow’s 
Industrial Health Service and a member of 
its Development Corporation, in an article 
on hospital design in the British Medical 
Journal. In the article he warns doctors: 
“Remember, the architect and his pro- 
fessional colleagues are paid on a per- 
centage basis. So the more the buildings 
cost the greater are their profits,” 

Is this why Edinburgh Corporation took 
the decision it did? 


} EING away on holiday I missed the 
opening of the Homefinders New 
Homes Show, at Central Hall, Westminster, 
I would have liked to have heard Mr. 
R, Graham Page, M.P., the chairman of 
the Conservative Members’ housing com- 
mittee, saying his piece on land avail- 
ability. Only the day before the Minister 
of Housing had sent a circular to planning 
authorities asking them to consider 
whether more land needs to be allocated 
for housing. Said Mr. Page: “ ‘To con- 
sider whether’ is a mild phrase. I would 
have said ‘Get off the fence. Make up 
your minds, Mark up much more of that 
white land on your plans for housing— 
at densities which face the facts.’ ” 

It is to be hoped that planning authori- 
ties take note of Mr. Page’s down-to- 
earth language. There are signs that plan- 
ning authorities have merely spiked Mr. 
Brooke’s circular and have little or no 
intention of doing anything about it. This, 
at any rate, 1s the impression slowly taking 
shape among outsiders and I wouldn’t be 
surprised if, before long, the planning 
authorities get a rude awakening. Neither 
the housebuilders, nor the architects, nor 
the operatives, nor indeed the Minister 
himself are going to let the matter rest 
there. The sensible planning authorities, 
I think, will be those which act on the 
circular now.

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CLACTON SEA DEFENCE WORKS COMPLETED 
New Sea Wall at Holland Gap 


[HE completion of coast protection 
works at Clacton-on-Sea, for 
Clacton Urban District Council, was 
marked last week with a ceremony 
performed by the Minister of Housing 
at Holland Gap. 


Prior to the last war, the greater part 
of the 6.8 miles of coastline within the 
urban district was protected by either 
timber or mass concrete walls of various 
designs, the remainder having no protection 
at all. Scouring of the beach in front of 
these walls, particularly at Holland Haven, 
caused their collapse and consequent 
erosion of the cliffs, endangering the houses 
and a private concrete road on the cliff 
top. 

War-time Scheme 


A scheme prepared at this time, and 
based on principles which had proved 
successful, contained proposals for mass 
concrete groynes, 400ft. long, spaced at 
1,000ft. intervals along the length of the 
proposed mass concrete sea wall, with two 
intermediate reinforced concrete pile and 
plank groynes, approximately 250ft. long, 
between each large groyne. 

With the outbreak of war, the scheme 
had to be abandoned, but the rate of 
erosion increased to an alarming degree. 
About 150ft. depth of cliff was lost at one 
point east of Holland Gap in a period of 
less than four years, and there was a danger 
of the sea breaking through to the low- 
lying land north of Holland Gap. In spite 
of the fact that the war was in progress, 
Ministry approval was received for the 
erection of 33 reinforced concrete groynes, 
spaced about 330ft. apart along the length 
of coastline then in private ownership. 
This scheme was successful in limiting the 
erosion to periods of extraordinary high 
tides. 

After the war, the original scheme was 
modified and it was decided to construct 
a sea wall of reinforced concrete sheet piles 
between the existing lengths of mass 
concrete wall which had been constructed 
in the mid-twenties. Six mass concrete 
walls, each 310ft. long, were also proposed, 
but for economy reasons only two of these 
were authorised. 


Known as Holland Sea Defence Scheme 
No. 1, it provided for the coastline from 
Hazlemere Road to Southview Drive, a 
distance of about 1,975yd. 

The sheet piles used in this scheme were 
13in. by 7in. in section, and reinforced 
with four Zin. and two jin. diameter bars. 
The length of the piles was 21ft., and the 


exceptionally high tide. Non-return valves 
were provided to prevent the sea gaining 
access through the manhole outlets. The 
height of this wall was designed at 
14.00 O.D., well above the level of the 
highest recorded tide at that time of 
11.40 O.D. 


Early in 1953, the sheet pile wall was

penetration into the platimore clay aver- 
aged 12ft. 

Two 9in. by 4in. timber walings, one on 
each side, run along the face of the sheet 
pile wall, which is secured to 9in. by 9in. 
by 10ft. long timber anchor piles at the 
rear of the wall by two 9in. by 3in. timber 
struts at each eleventh pile. The anchor 


piles are driven at least 8ft. into the plati- 
more. 


Porous drains were provided at the rear 
of the wall to collect the sub-soil water 
from the cliffs, discharging over the 
platimore clay surface and also any sea 
water which found its way over the wall at 


overtopped for the whole of its length by 
the tidal surge, causing erosion of the foot 
of the cliffs. As a result, it was decided 
to provide a small concrete cliff-retaining 
wall at the foot of the cliffs to a height of 
17,5 O.D. and an impervious area between 
this and the sheet pile wall. 


The scheme which has now been com- 
pleted protects the remaining length of 
coastline between Southview Drive and 
Holland Haven, a distance of about 
1,100yd. Called the Holland Sea Defence 
Scheme No. 2, it was amended in the light 
of past experience, and provides a 
reinforced concrete sheet pile sea wall with 
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a concrete impervious area at the rear and 
a small concrete cliff-retaining wall. The 
highest recorded tide (February, 1953) was 
15ft. 6in. above Ordnance Datum (Liver- 
pool), with a wave of approximately 2ft. 
On the present scheme, the height of the 
sea wall is 16ft. above O.D., and the top 
of the cliff-retaining wall 18ft. 6in. above 
O.D. 

In this latest scheme the use of timber 
walings, struts and anchor piles was 
omitted and reinforced concrete sub- 
stituted. All sheet piles and anchor piles 
were cast and driven with the top 7in. of 
the main reinforcement exposed, and the 
piles were held together laterally by the 
construction in situ. of a_ reinforced 
concrete capping beam. 

Precast 9in. by 9in. reinforced concrete 
anchor piles, 12ft. long, were driven behind 
the sheet pile wall at 12ft. 6in. centres to 
a depth of approximately 10ft. into the 
platimore, and reinforced concrete precast 
concrete struts, 9in. by 9in. by 12ft. long 
were used to connect the sheet pile sea 
wall to the anchor piles. In-situ concrete 
joints over the bared reinforcement were 
made between anchor pile and struts, and 
struts and capping beam, respectively. The 
2lft. long reinforced concrete sheet piles 
in the sea wall were increased in size to 
13in. by 8in. to provide greater cover over 
the reinforcement, which consisted of six 
jin. diameter mild steel bars. All piles, 
planks and struts were cast on site, using 
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General view of site during construction 


and the heads of the piles were then bared 
to expose the reinforcement to enable a 
horizontal capping beam to be constructed. 
As far as possible the underside of the

a 1:14:3 nominal mix with granite aggre- 
gate, which was weighbatched and poker 
vibrated. 

Expansion joints were provided every 
25ft. in the cliff-retaining wall; every 30ft. 
in the 6in. reinforced concrete slab in the 
impervious area; and every 50ft. in the 
18in. by 18in. capping beam to the sheet 
pile wall. 


Groyne Construction 


The movement of beach material on this 
part of the coast is from east to west, and 
when erosion of the cliffs took place to 
the east a source of supply of beach 
material along the coastline to the west was 
formed. The completion of the present 
scheme had the effect of cutting off this 
source of supply, and in order to com- 
pensate for this factor and in an effort to 
build up the beaches, the existing system 
of groynes was improved by the inclusion 
of 31 new groynes and the extension of 
certain existing ones. Twenty-seven of the 
new groynes are sited equidistant between 
the existing ones along the frontage of the 
Holland Cliffs and four at points along the 
Clacton Front. 


In these groynes, 12in. by 12in. grooved 
piles were used, similar to the groynes 
constructed in the war-time scheme. There 
is, however, a difference in the method of 
planking between the piles. In this case 
intermediate reinforced concrete vertical 
sheet piles were driven into the platimore, 


capping beam conformed to the level of the 

platimore clay below the beach material. 
Above the capping beam level precast 

reinforced concrete planking is placed 


horizontally and held in position by the 
grooves in the king piles. The planking 
can be adjusted to suit variations in beach 
level. 

A total of 


7,200 reinforced concrete 


piles and 1,800 reinforced concrete 
planks were involved in the Holland 
No. 2 scheme, and the volume of 


concrete amounted to 6,000 cu. yd. Six 
hundred tons of steel was used, and 15,000 
cu. yd. of earthmoving works were carried 
out. The cost is estimated at £224,000. 
Taking two and a half years to complete, 
the scheme was designed by Mr. N. R. 
Kinlay, engineer and surveyor to Clacton 
Urban District Council. The contractors 
were May, Gurney and Co., Ltd., Trowse, 
Norwich.

BRITAIN’S FIRST “MOVING PAVEMENT” 
Travolators Opened at the Bank Station 


HE new Bank Travolators which 
now link the Southern Region 
Waterloo and City line platforms with 
the high-level circulating area and Bank 
underground station, were officially 
opened last week by the Lord Mayor 
of London, Sir Edmund Stockdale. 
This is the first “‘“moving pavement” in 
Britain, but something like the installa- 
tion might have been built more than 
half a century ago. In 1903, five years 
after the Waterloo and City line railway 
was opened, a Leeds firm prepared a 
scheme for an almost identical form of 
transporter for use on the site. It was 
abandoned probably because the tunnel 
was crooked. So passengers continued 
to toil up the 1 in 7.4 incline of the 340ft. 
long, 13ft. wide, subway assisted by five 
steps at 40ft. intervals which reduced the 
gradient to 1 in 14. 
The war and post-war capital expendi- 
ture restrictions held back the implementa- 
tion of the first scheme to eliminate this 


long climb—a_ three-way escalator for 
which Parliamentary Powers had _ been 
obtained in 1939, When in 1955 the 


Southern Region was able to tackle this 
long-standing problem it engaged a firm 
of consulting engineers to approach the 
matter afresh, 

It was during the development of the 
scheme which they prepared largely 
following the pre-war plan—that it became 
apparent that something similar to what 
the Americans call a “speed walk”” would 
be cheaper and quicker to instal. 


The Final Scheme 


The plan finally settled on to instal two 
Travolators was also based on certain 
further advantages over the original 
scheme: it would carry the passengers 
farther than could escalators; the existing 
subway could be retained, and construc- 
tion would involve far less interference 
either to passengers or to the existing 
drainage and services, 

The version of the Travolators 
developed in this country for this scheme 
is, in fact, based on the Otis’ escalators 
used by the London Transport Executive. 
At their maximum speed of 180ft. per 
minute, each can carry 10,000 people an 
hour up an incline of 1 in 7. 


Despite the comparative economy of 
the scheme fairly massive works ‘were 
necessary to enable the installation to be 
carried out and to take full advantage 
of it. 

As finally approved in March, 1957, the 
scheme involved: 

(a) The construction of a tunnel of 

16ft. 6in. internal diameter opposite 


(c) Substitution of the existing timber 
platforms by concrete, platform levels 
being raised 2}in. to make them 
Ift. 8in. above rail level. 

(d) Re-lining of platform tunnels and 
the existing subway including the 


provision of a false ceiling to take 
lighting cables, and provide drainage 
for seepage water.

platform No. 2, running approxi- 
mately parallel to the existing sub- 
way, housing two Travolators, each 
4ft. wide, together with a machinery 
room and substation chamber. 

(b) The construction of six new openings 
9ft. in width, ix the walls separating 
platforms 1 and 2 to facilitate the 
flow of passengers from No. 1 plat- 
form to the base of the Travolators.

(e) The diversion of all existing drains, 
cables and public services neces- 
sitated by the above works. 

(f) The reconstruction of the high-level 
subways leading to Walbrook and 
Poultry, including a new ticket office 
and the provision of certain staff 
amenities. 

It also provided for the re-lining and 

redecorating of the existing subway. 


Construction 


Work began in 1957 with the closing 
of the subways leading to Walbrook and 
Poultry. Between these two entrances 
a shaft was driven down to the level of 
the tunnel for the Travolators: from here 
an 8ft. pilot tunnel was driven down 
the incline and later enlarged’ to 
16ft. 6in. in diameter. Excavation 
had to be carried out by night, the 
spoil hoisted out and removed by lorry 
until the line of the existing low-level 
siding tunnel was reached. It then became 
possible to remove spoil by wagons at 
night via Waterloo. Cast-iron segmental 
linings with lead caulked joints were used. 

At the lower end this 282ft. tunnel was 
enlarged from 1l6ft. 6in. to 19ft. 6in. 
diameter for a further 52ft. to accommo- 
date the lower landing and _ return 
machinery. Beyond this point it enlarges 
by another 10ft. in diameter for a distance 
of 19ft. 9in. to provide a circulating area 
for passengers arriving at the foot of the 
Travolators and from the existing subway. 


At the same time six new openings, each 
9ft. wide, were cut in the dividing wall 
between the two platforms to facilitate 
the flow of passengers, etc., to the base 
of the Travolators. 

At the upper end of the Travolator 
tunnel the machine chamber and booking 
hall is approximately 100ft. long, 35ft. wide,

BUILDING INDUSTRY’S PART IN 
EXPORT FIELD 


“The building industry as a whole does 
in fact play a part in the United Kingdom 
export field, but not nearly enough,” said 
Mr. S. C. Greatrix in his presidential 
address at the recent annual general meet- 
ing of the Building Surveyors’ Institute. 

“Thirty per cent. of Britain’s exports are 
made by only 40 firms, none of them in 
building,” he continued. “What is to 
happen if this continual buffeting of our 
engineering exports from country to 
country continues? Eventually we shall 
fee] the rot and our present great and in- 
creasing prosperity will be halted. 

“Here is a chance for more building con- 
tractors to seek work abroad. By the very 
nature of our business we will be 
welcomed, for the majority of labour is 
recruited locally, a good selling point for 
any striving Government. It means, there- 
fore, that we are to sell our ‘know-how’. 

“Her Majesty’s Government are con- 
tinually offering more and more advice 
and incentive to such would-be exporters, 
although not enough by the standards set 
in some quarters. Forty-five per cent. of 
the total capital expenditure in the United 
Kingdom last year went to the building 
and allied industries—a fair slice of the 
cake one would agree. Let us therefore 
train our men and so order our affairs 
that we may make ample contribution 
abroad.”

ELECTRIFICATION CONFERENCE 


EPRESENTATIVES of nearly 50

The conference, which concerns British 
experience and progress with the alternat- 
ing current system of railway electrifica- 
tion, closes tomorrow, October 7. In 
association with it, an exhibition of electric 
locomotives, passenger stock and electrifi- 
cation equipment is being held at British 
Railways’ Battersea Wharf Depot, Queens- 
town Road, Battersea. 


Arranged jointly by the British Trans- 
port Commission, the British Electrical 
and Allied Manufacturers’ Association, 
and the Locomotive and Allied Manu- 
facturers’ Association of Great Britain, 
the conference has entailed the presenta- 
tion of more than 40 _ technical 
papers by leading British experts. Yester- 
day delegates travelled by special train 
from Euston to Manchester where they 
saw the recently opened electrified line 
between Manchester and Crewe. From 
Manchester they left by electric multiple- 
unit train for Crewe and stopped en route 
to visit the new power-operated signal 
boxes at Manchester (Piccadilly) and Wilm- 
slow, and the electrification depot at 
Crewe. 


The presentation of technical papers will 
be concluded today, when delegates will 
discuss overhead conductor line equipment 
and its erection, civil engineering, electric 
traction research, signalling and telecom- 
munications. Tomorrow a visit will be 
paid to the Eastern Region electrification 
schemes. 


FINANCING £4,250,000 GREENOCK

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REDUCING ROAD ACCIDENTS 


‘“*Highways Superintendents Can Play Prominent Part” 


py wars superintendents could 
play a prominent part in reducing 
road accidents in numerous ways, the 
most important being to ensure that 
all necessary works were carried out 
with a minimum of interference with, 
and obstruction to, traffic, said Mr. W. 
Fright, chief superintendent, Fulham 
Borough Council, when he gave his 
presidential address at the annual con- 
ference of the Institute of Works and 
Highways Superintendents at Folke- 
stone recently. The correct spacing 
of danger lamps, better protection of 
trench excavations and the full use of 
warning signs, correctly placed on road 
works, were largely in their hands and 
their contribution to safety could be 
significant, he said. 

Mr. Fright asked was it possible that 
some of the precautions introduced in good 
faith had added to the road accident rate. 
“Many of the signs erected appear to be 
of little use, especially in the busy towns 
where streets have become colossal car 
parks and where forests of traffic signs 
sometimes conflicting with advertisements 

lend confusion rather than help, and 
any driver attempting to observe or to 
comply with this multitude becomes be- 
wildered,” he said. 

“As a driver for many years, I have 
always considered the best place for road 
signs is on the road surface, where they 
can be large enough to be seen well in 
advance and more readily be observed by 
the motorist travelling at normal town 
speed,” he continued. “Cars parked in 
side streets are being used as obstacles 
in games by children, drivers having little 
chance of avoiding accidents when children 
run out from between parked cars. 

“Perhaps the most retrograde step is 
the amendment in the lighting regulations 
allowing cars to park in streets in the 
London area without lights and the extent 
to which this is abused, cars being covered 
over so that their distinguishing features 
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and 30ft. deep. Because it lies in the 
filling over the Walbrook and its tribu- 
taries it was decided to use a reinforced 
concrete raft as a foundation. 

To keep down interference with traffic 
overhead and the movement of passengers 
the construction of the walls was carried 
out in a series of headings driven round 
the sides of the chamber. The dumping 
and excavation for the floor were then 
removed and the floor constructed in strips 
as the excavation proceeded. The whole 
of the area of the booking hall and 
machine chamber was completely “tanked” 
with l}in. asphalt applied hot. 

The 3ft. reinforced concrete roof slab, 
which varies from 3ft. 6in. to lft. below 
the road surface, was constructed in strips 
about 8ft. wide in open trench. The road 
traffic during construction was carried on 
temporary steel decking which often had 
to be removed at night to allow construc- 
tion to proceed and the roadway made 
good each time early enough to enable 
road traffic to proceed during the day. 

About 10,500 cu. vd. of material was 
removed and some 5,000 cu. yd. of plain 
and reinforced concrete placed. Eight 
hundred tons of cast-iron segments were 
used in the construction of the tunnels. 

Most of the cables and other public 
services were diverted by trenching in 
the roadway. But a 5ft. diameter sewer 
crossing the booking hall area had to be 
diverted by tunnelling a new 5ft. diameter 
drain of cast-iron segments lined with con- 
crete and with an engineering brick invert. 


are concealed, and even cars parked 
irresponsibly in main roads, which is 
neither legitimate nor sensible. However,

“The zebra crossing with the various im- 
provements over the years has played an 
important role in accident prevention, the 
lighting of those in semi-dark spots, will, 
I feel sure, be a further improvement, but 
good lighting is the only real answer.

Fright stated that in recognising their 
examinations the Institution of Municipai 
Engineers had realised that if the increased 
road programmes envisaged were to pro- 
ceed, the training of skilled road workers 
and supervisors was essential. “I feel sure 
the eventual outcome will be a real step 


forward towards the attainment of 
efficiently run labour organisations to 
carry out local road and other works, 


leaving the public works contractor and 
county organisations to construct the 
motorways, trunk roads and similar road 
schemes, which at last are receiving some 
priority in Government spending,” he 
added. 


“The new motorways have given a great 
boost to movement of traffic but un- 
fortunately a large part of the speed up 
is wasted by the congestion within the 
large cities and towns, a major contributory 
cause being street parking, and it appears 
certain that control of this by further 
restrictions—local and general—will have 
to come in the near future. Other items 
which may assist in the speed-up are the 
increased use of filter lanes at traffic 
signals, the improvement and widening 
of many highways within the large towns 


An additional pipe subway with a new 
shaft had to be constructed under the 
main concourse and the London Transport 
Executive’s main feeder track cables had, 
too, to be diverted.

The maximum speed can be adjusted 
for passenger traffic down to a speed of 
90ft. per minute, and in addition to a 
“crawl” or “inching” speed of about 36ft. 
for maintenance purposes, 

Each has its own drive unit in a motor 
room beneath the upper landing. li con- 
sists of a high efficiency worm gear with 
multi-start worm, connecting up a large 
diameter coupling to the shaft of a variable 
speed three-phase 85-h.p. commutator 
motor.

Trust Local Iniative 


“Many of these improvements could be 
made and put into operation quickly if 
local initiative were sufficiently trusted. 
Ministry approval is, however, required for 
grant earning expenditure and for the 
application of restrictions. Obtaining this 
requires long periods of negotiation and 
sometimes the result awaits experimental 
work elsewhere or consultation with the 
police and other bodies. More and faster 
progress could be made if the finance side 
of small local improvements could be made 
more flexible and additional or reserve 
funds were available to the Ministry for 
such purposes when occasion arises.”

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REDUCING ROAD ACCIDENTS 


‘““Highways Superintendents Can Play Prominent Part” 


Py eewass superintendents could 
play a prominent part in reducing 
road accidents in numerous ways, the 
most important being to ensure that 
all necessary works were carried out 
with a minimum of interference with, 
and obstruction to, traffic, said Mr. W. 
Fright, chief superintendent, Fulham 
Borough Council, when he gave his 
presidential address at the annual con- 
ference of the Institute of Works and 
Highways Superintendents at Folke- 
stone recently. The correct spacing 
of danger lamps, better protection of 
trench excavations and the full use of 
warning signs, correctly placed on road 
works, were largely in their hands and 
their contribution to safety could be 
significant, he said. 

Mr. Fright asked was it possible that 
some of the precautions introduced in good 
faith had added to the road accident rate. 
“‘Many of the signs erected appear to be 
of little use, especially in the busy towns 
where streets have become colossal car 
parks and where forests of traffic signs 
sometimes conflicting with advertisements 

lend confusion rather than help, and 
any driver attempting to observe or to 
comply with this multitude becomes be- 
wildered,” he said. 

“As a driver for many years, I have 
always considered the best place for road 
signs is on the road surface, where they 
can be large enough to be seen well in 
advance and more readily be observed by 
the motorist travelling at normal town 
speed,” he continued. “Cars parked in 
side streets are being used as obstacles 
in games by children, drivers having little 
chance of avoiding accidents when children 
run out from between parked cars, 

“Perhaps the most retrograde step is 
the amendment in the lighting regulations 
allowing cars to park in streets in the 
London area without lights and the extent 
to which this is abused, cars being covered 
over so that their distinguishing features

and 30ft. deep. Because it lies in the 
filling over the Walbrook and its tribu- 
taries it was decided to use a reinforced 
concrete raft as a foundation. 

To keep down interference with traffic 
overhead and the movement of passengers 
the construction of the walls was carried 
out in a series of headings driven round 
the sides of the chamber. The dumping 
and excavation for the floor were then 
removed and the floor constructed in strips 
as the excavation proceeded. The whole 
of the area of the booking hall and 
machine chamber was completely “tanked” 
with l}in. asphalt applied hot. 

The 3ft. reinforced concrete roof slab, 
which varies from 3ft. 6in. to lft. below 
the road surface, was constructed in strips 
about 8ft. wide in open trench. The road 
traffic during construction was carried on 
temporary steel decking which often had 
to be removed at night to allow construc- 
tion to proceed and the roadway made 
good each time early enough to enable 
road traffic to proceed during the day. 

About 10,500 cu. yd. of material was 
removed and some 5,000 cu. yd. of plain 
and reinforced concrete placed.  Eighi 
hundred tons of cast-iron segments were 
used in the construction of the tunnels. 

Most of the cables and other public 
services were diverted by trenching in 
the roadway. But a 5ft. diameter sewer 
crossing the booking hall area had to be 
diverted by tunnelling a new 5ft. diameter 
drain of cast-iron segments lined with con- 
crete and with an engineering brick invert. 


are concealed, and even cars 
irresponsibly in main roads, which is 
neither legitimate nor sensible.

“The zebra crossing with the various im- 
provements over the years has played an 
important role in accident prevention, the 
lighting of those in semi-dark spots, will, 
I feel sure, be a further improvement, but 
good lighting is the only real answer. I 
would, however, advocate more subways 
with ramped approaches in the very busy 
areas; the construction, I know, would be 
costly but large sums of money are pro- 
vided for less worthy causes.” 


Road Improvements 


Referring to road improvements, Mr. 
Fright stated that in recognising their 
examinations the Institution of Municipai 
Engineers had realised that if the increased 
road programmes envisaged were to pro- 
ceed, the training of skilled road workers 
and supervisors was essential. “I feel sure 
the eventual outcome will be a real step 


forward towards the attainment of 
efficiently run labour organisations to 
carry out local road and other works, 


leaving the public works contractor and 
county organisations to construct the 
motorways, trunk roads and similar road 
schemes, which at last are receiving some 
priority in Government spending,” he 
added. 


“The new motorways have given a great 
boost to movement of traffic but un- 
fortunately a large part of the speed up 
is wasted by the congestion within the 
large cities and towns, a major contributory 
cause being street parking, and it appears 
certain that control of this by further 
restrictions—local and general—will have 
to come in the near future. Other items 
which may assist in the speed-up are the 
increased use of filter lanes at traffic 
signals, the improvement and widening 
of many highways within the large towns 


An additional pipe subway with a new 
shaft had to be constructed under the 
main concourse and the London Transport 
Executive’s main feeder track cables had, 
too, to be diverted. 


The Equipment 


The two Travolators, although similar 
in principle to the American “speed 
walks”, are the first of their particular 
type in the world. 

Using a continuous flat platform travel- 
ling at a lower angle of incline than an 
escalator, which is normally banked 30 
degrees, they have an incline angle of 
8° OF 48° or 1 in 7, There is a 
vertical rise of 42ft. over an _ incline 
length of just under 297ft. The overall 
length, which includes horizontal portions 
at top and bottom landings, is just under 
302ft. 6in. and is 40in. wide tapering out 
to 48in. at a point below the handrails. 

The maximum speed can be adjusted 
for passenger traffic down to a speed of 
90ft. per minute, and in addition to a 
“crawl” or “inching” speed of about 36ft. 
for maintenance purposes, 

Each has its own drive unit in a motor 
room beneath the upper landing. li con- 
sists of a high efficiency worm gear with 
multi-start worm, connecting up a large 
diameter coupling to the shaft of a variable 
speed three-phase 85-h.p. commutator 
motor. 

The Travolator tunnel has a false ceil- 
ing of Celactite corrugated waterproof 
lining to which is attached an inner lining 
of Stelvetite sheeting. The side walls. 
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long overdue, the implementation of 
many more one-way streets, elimination 
of right-hand turns and other palliatives 
which will at least help in the short run 
until the capacities of our roads are in- 
creased to meet present and future require- 
ments. 


Trust Local Iniative 


“Many of these improvements could be 
made and put into operation quickly if 
local initiative were sufficiently trusted. 
Ministry approval is, however, required for 
grant earning expenditure and for the 
application of restrictions. Obtaining this 
requires long periods of negotiation and 
sometimes the result awaits experimental 
work elsewhere or consultation with the 
police and other bodies. . More and faster 
progress could be made if the finance side 
of small local improvements could be made 
more flexible and additional or reserve 
funds were available to the Ministry for 
such purposes when occasion arises.” 


OXFORD BRIDGE LINK 


CONTRACT 
As reported recently, a £310,000 con- 
tract for constructional work on the 


Donnington Road Bridge Scheme has been 
awarded to The Cementation Co., Ltd. 
Under the scheme the two southerly ap- 
proaches to Oxford will be linked. 

Apart from the main bridge, which will 
have a clear span of about 140ft. between 
abutments, Cementation will build two 
subsidiary bridges of 60ft. span over the 
backwaters, and half a mile of road to- 
gether with embankments, The bridges 
will be of prestressed post-tensioned con- 
crete construction. 

The main bridge will be 55ft. in width 
overall. It will have a 30ft. wide road 
and two footpaths, each 10ft. in width. 

The engineer for the project in respect 
of roadworks is Mr. J. Campbell Riddell, 
Oxford city engineer and _ surveyor. 
R. Travers Morgan and Partners are the 
consulting engineers for the bridgeworks.

On each side of the “travel strip” there 
is a shallow skirting with flat sloping 
panels above.

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CONTROLLING SHAREHOLDERS AND 
DEATH DUTY 


KF OLLOWING the publication of an 

article on this subject in our issue 
of August 18, 1960, “A Lawyer Con- 
siders .... Controlling Shareholders and 
Death Duty,” Mr. E. J. Sims of East 
Horsley, Surrey, writes: 

The first two paragraphs brings one up 
with a jerk and sets a problem that is 
fraught with difficulties for principal share- 
holders of private companies. To pass over 
control to others by transferring the share- 
holding may be an easy way of endeavour- 
ing to minimise death duties but it is not 
the answer to a man’s peace of mind where 
his inclination is to maintain his control. 
Would “A Lawyer Considers” be prepared 
to give the benefit of his knowledge (with- 
out prejudice) on a typical case: 


A private company where the controlling 
interest is held 50/50 by two men who have 
built up a successful small business and 
have no wish to transfer their shareholding 
and control in order to minimise death 
duties, are worried that if either should die 
the business would suffer from the payment 
of death duties if demanded promptly. Are 
ordinary shares in this type of company 
valued at par for the purpose of probate; 
if not, how are they valued and what period 
of time would the administrators have for 
payment? Further, if the administrators 
are obliged to find money to pay duty and 
have to sell some or all of the shareholding, 
does the remaining controlling shareholder 
have a say in their disposal? 


“A LAWYER CONSIDERS” replies:— 

Estate or death duty is levied on the 
value of the property of the deceased at 
the date of death. Such property includes 
of course all shares he owns, ; 

A person’s property is divided up into 
real and personal estate; real estate is 
land and buildings; personal estate is all 
other types of property and thus shares 
are personal estate. 

Upon death it is the duty of the personal 
representatives of the deceased to assess 
the value of the estate and submit their 
affidavit to the Inland Revenue swearing 
that to the best of their knowledge what 
they have inserted in the affidavit is the 
whole estate of the deceased and its value. 
Until this affidavit is lodged and the estate 
duty on that part of the estate which 
represents the personal estate is actually 
paid the personal representatives cannot 
obtain probate of the will or, if there is 
no will, get letters of administration. 
Interest at 2 per cent. is charged on the 
duty on the personal estate from the date 
of death until payment—no doubt to 
ensure prompt payment. 

It will be seen that death duty has to 
be found fairly soon after the death on 
the personal estate; duty on the real estate,

adjunct when carrying out maintenance on 
the interior of the charge machine. A 
45-ton crane is installed in the tower for 
lifting the top off the machine, together 
with a 25-ton crane in the main hall area. 

The walls of this building have been 
constructed from specially fabricated con- 
crete slabs erected inside the main frame-+ 
work so as to present a completely smooth 
surface for ease of decontamination if 
necessary. 

The building will also be equipped with 
a rehearsal shaft and a complete set of 
control equipment, The concreting of this 
shaft is complete but the installation of 
the control equipment will be delayed until 
nearer the time that the first reactor is 
made critical. 

Between the reactors, in the space used 
initially for prefabricating concrete floor 
sections, the cartridge cooling pond has 
been re-excavated. It will perhaps be re- 
called that the blasting for the pond was 


presumably because it is more difficult to 
realise it, where necessary, is not payable 
until 12 months after the date of death. 

Value of all property of the deceased is 
obtained by applying the rule that it is the 
price the property would fetch if sold in 
the open market at the time of the death. 
In regard to shares of the deceased in a 
family company then their value is their 
market price at date of death. 

Clearly such shares, unlike those quoted 
on a stock exchange, have no immediately 
ascertainable value. Indeed they may very 
will never have been sold and the articles 
of the company will contain restrictions 
on their sale. To apply the valuation rule 
therefore it has been decided that in 
respect of such “restricted” shares their 
value is the price which would be given in 
the open market on terms that the pur- 
chaser should be duly registered as holder 
of the shares but that he would then hold 
them subject to the same restrictions—in 
other words what a purchaser would pay 
to stand in the shoes of the deceased. 

To find this figure it is necessary to 
estimate their value on theoretical lines, 
e.g., by a comparison of past and pros- 
pective dividends with the yield on his 
money which a purchaser would expect 
based on the vyields obtainable from 
quoted shares of a similar class with an 
allowance for the relative unmarketability 
of the unquoted shares, Of course many 
private companies do not pay dividends, 
preferring to exhaust the profits’ in 
directors’ fees and so there may be no 
dividend record. In that case regard must 
be had not to the dividend but to the earn- 
ings record of the company. Regard is 
also had in assessing value te the break-up 
value of the shares, that is the net amount 
which the shareholder of those shares 
would receive in the event of a liquidation; 
this value may well be greater than that 
arrived at by looking at the dividend or 
earnings record of the company—such 
earnings record may be greatly influenced 
by personal factors, e.g., the qualifications 
of the deceased shareholder. Clearly in 
such valuations the result is at best a 
reasoned guess and agreeing such valua- 
tions is one of the most difficult problems 
in dealing with a deceased person’s estate. 

It was found, however, that the value 
of this type of share in family-type com- 
panies was fairly low and in 1940 legisla- 
tion was brought in to allow valuation of 
the shares of a controlling shareholder 
in such a company by reference not to 
market value but to the net assets of the 
company. It was this type of valuation, 
which often results in a high valuation, 
which was the point discussed in the case 
in the article to which Mr. Sims refers. 


carried out at an early stage, to avoid 
dater disturbances to the reactors, the 
broken rock being left for subsequent 
removal, Most of the concrete lining has 
been poured and additionally the conveyor 
tunnels to the block-houses are virtually 
finished.

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In 1954 it was provided by the annual 
Finance Act that if shares of a deceased 
person in this type of company were in 
fact sold within three years after the death 
and the sale was made at arm’s length for 
a price freely negotiated at the time of 
the sale then that sale price must be 
substituted for the earlier valuation and 
any adjustment in duty made. 

By the 1960 Finance Act it is provided 
that the valuation of assets of a company 
for the purposes of finding the value of 
shares on an assets basis must proceed on 
the assumption that the business is going 
to be carried on—in other words what a 
purchaser would value the assets as if he 
was going to carry on the business and not 
realise its assets. The effect of this may 
reduce some of the excessive valuations 
under the 1940 Act, 

The answers to Mr. Sims’ points then 
are: 

(a) Shares in this family-type company 

are almost never valued at par but 
by the complex methods outlined 


above—it is essential that with 
shares of _any value the personal 
representatives employ a qualified 


accountant to argue value with the 
Estate Duty valuers, 

(b) The personal representatives have to 
pay the duty on the personal estate 
before they can deal with the estate 
at all; interest runs on such duty 
from the date of death; and in any 
case the duty must be paid within 
six months of the death. 

(c) If the deceased’s shares have to be 
sold then the rights of other share- 
holders on such a sale of shares are 
almost certainly laid down in the 
articles of the company; usually they 
must be offered to the other share- 
holders at a price to be agreed but 
in default of agreement at a price 
to be fixed by the auditor of the 
company. From what has been said 
earlier one will realise that this sale 
price will not necessarily be accepted 
as the shares’ value by the Estate 
Duty Office even if the sale is within 
three years of the death and the 
terms of the 1954 Act apply—it might 
not be held to be a sale at arm’s 
length. The situation could arise 
whereby one might have to sell 
shares to other shareholders at a 
price fixed by the auditor which is 
well below their value for estate duty 
purposes at the time of death. 

One point must be made. It is not until 
an estate reaches some size that estate 
duty becomes high but in these days of 
inflated value especially of property it is 
surprising how quickly a person's estate 
can mount in value. Probably one of the 
best methods of meeting the estate duty 
problem is to have an insurance policy 
for the probable amount of the duty; 
policies to meet this kind of situation are 
issued and advice would be given by most 
reputable insurance companies.

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MUNICIPAL ENGINEERS VISIT LEICESTER 
SEWAGE DISPOSAL WORKS 


Progress of £2,750,000 Scheme 


NJ EMBERS of the East Midlands 
4 District of the Institution of 
Municipal Engineers recently visited the 
£2,750,000 sewage disposal works which 
Leicester City Council are constructing 
at Wanlip. 

All the sewage from the city is now 
treated on the sewage farm at Beaumont 
Leys, two miles from the city centre. Two 
pumping stations pump all the sewage from 
the town to the farm which covers an area 
of 1,560 acres. At the Abbey pumping 
station the pumps lift the sewage through 
a height of 167ft. and the steam-driven 
beam engines first used in 1890 can still 
be seen in operation. 

The original settlement tanks and con- 
tact beds were also constructed in 1890 
to deal with a dry weather flow of 
2,750,000 gallons per day. The borough 
boundaries were extended in the following 
year; the population was increased from 
142,000 to 175,000 and an 8ft. diameter 
outfall culvert was built from the Abbey 
pumping station to Wanlip to give relief 
in, time of storm. 

In 1930 more settlement tanks were 
added, 30 filter beds each 100ft. diameter 
were provided and the pumping capacity 
was enlarged by the installation of three 
electrically driven ram pumps, After the 
war, eight of the filter beds were con- 
verted to the re-circulation system but 
despite this and other alterations the works 
became seriously overloaded. In 1954 
when the population had increased to 
280,000 it was quite obvious that a new 
works was necessary. 


Wanlip Works 


The site at Wanlip covers an area of 
93 acres and it is two miles north of the 
city boundary. The existing 8ft. diameter 
brick stormwater culvert with a capacity 
of 90,000,000 gallons per day will be used 
to carry the sewage by gravity to the 
site of the new works. 


SHARING OF COAST 


The new works have been designed to 
take a D.W.F. of 20,600,000 gallons per day 
from a population of 329,000 with pro- 
vision for extensions to take 22,500,000 
gallons per day from a population of 
360,000. 

On arrival at Wanlip the sewage will 
be elevated about 20ft. in order to gravi- 
tate through the works which will consist 
of detritus tanks, mechanically raked 
screens, sedimentation tanks, surface aera- 
tion units, final settlement tanks and 
sludge digestion. 

Work on the site was commenced in 
December, 1958, and contract No. 1 was 
a small one for sinking boreholes to ascer- 
tain ground conditions. 

Contract No. 2, awarded to John Laing 
and Son, Ltd., is now nearing completion. 
It consisted of the construction of the sur- 
face aeration units, final settling tanks, 
return sludge pumping station, final 
effluent outfall and access roads. 

The aeration units comprise 126 “Sim- 
plex” high intensity aeration cones and 
the aeration period will be 114 hours, 
machinery being supplied by Ames Crosta 
Mills and Co., Ltd. 

The final sludge separating tanks will 
comprise 14 circular tanks of 68ft. 
diameter, sludge being removed by 
mechanically operated scrapers supplied by 
W. E. Farrer and Co., Ltd. 

Return sludge pumps of the axial flow 
type will be installed with a maximum 
pumping capacity of 100 per cent. D.W.F. 

Contract No. 3, commenced in June by 
Tarslag, Ltd., consists of the sedimenta- 
tion and stormwater tanks with associated 
channels, etc. The sedimentation tanks 
will comprise eight rectangular units 
187ft. 6in. by 59ft. and the eight storm- 
water tanks of the same size will be used 
for flows exceeding 2.34 by D.W.F. before 
discharge into the River Soar. 

A contract has recently been let to 
Harland and Wolff, Ltd., for the supply of 
five dual/fuel engines.

PROTECTION COSTS 


Burden Should be Distributed, Says Minister 


ECISIONS on coastal defence plans 

would inevitably be taken out of 
the hands of local people if the whole 
financial burden were shouldered by the 
Government, said Mr. Henry Brooke, 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, last week. 

Mr. Brooke, who was speaking at a 
ceremony marking the completion of 
Clacton Urban District Council’s coast 
protection works (see page 77), went on, 
“Tl think that the people who live in the 
area ought to have an effective say in the 
planning of the sea defences which affect 
them so vitally. 

“I am quite certain that holiday resorts 
which so often take the opportunity to 
embody promenade schemes and planting 
schemes and other attractions for visitors 
in the construction of the sea defences, as 
you in Clacton have done, would not care 
much for the purely utilitarian form that 
coast defences would take if the Govern- 
ment shouldered the whole financial re- 
sponsibility, and planned the works purely 
and simply to keep the sea out.” 

Earlier, Mr. Brooke remarked that it was 
sometimes suggested in Parliament that 
coast protection should become entirely 
a national responsibility. However, a 
Royal Commission in 1911, and a com- 
mittee under the chairmanship of Lord 
Waverley after the 1953 floods, both 
decided in favour of the view that coast 


protection was a matter in which individual 
and local and national interests were all 
concerned, and therefore that the burden of 
the coast should be distributed between 
them. “I am sure this is right,” said Mr. 
Brooke. 

It was just over 10 years since the Coast 
Protection Act came into operation. In 
that time some 300 coast protection 
schemes in England and Wales had been put 
through, at a total cost of £15m. 
Exchequer grants towards that cost so far 
totalled about £7m,

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INDUSTRYS’ EFFORT TO 
REDUCE AIR POLLUTION 


ipue annual conference and exhibition 
of the National Society for Clean 
Air opened yesterday in Harrogate with 
an address by the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, Sir Keith Joseph, 
M.P. Before his address the conference 
comprising 1,000 delegates from local 
authorities, national associations, firms, 
medical men and_ technologists—-was 
given a civic welcome by the Mayor 
of Harrogate, Councillor L. Roberts, J.P. 

Sir Hugh Beaver, who was Chairman of 
the Government's Committee on Air Pollu- 
tion set up after the great London smog 
of 1952, then gave his presidential address. 
Progress, said Sir Hugh, had not been as 
rapid as they had hoped, but it was being 
made. He praised industry for the efforts 
it was making, often at considerable ex- 
pense, to reduce air pollution. Thus all 
the new power stations were virtually 
smokeless, with very high performance grit 
arrestment plants and high chimneys——up 
to 600ft. The iron and steel industry had 
embarked on a very costly campaign to 
deal with emissions from ore driers, sinter 
plants, blast furnaces and the new tech- 
niques of steel production. The coking 
industry had a working party with the 
Alkali Inspectorate to investigate the pro- 
blem of gas from the charging of coke 
ovens. The bottle oven kiln of the Pot- 
teries was rapidly giving way to smokeless 
techniques. 

“During the past few years,” said Sir 
Hugh, “industry has done much and had 
already spent or allocated several millions 
of pounds to clean air measures.” 


Domestic Problem 


On the domestic smoke problem Sir 
Hugh said: 

“There may well in due course be de- 
veloped domestic heating appliances which 
can safely use many of our raw coals with- 
out nuisance and without skilled, or at 
least without skilful, and continuous 
attention. But these have not yet been 
developed. So if we believe in clean air, 
if we believe that too long have we sub- 
jected ourselves and our children and our 
aged to the unauestioned and _ lethal 
dangers of foul air, we must accept that 
there must in due course be some control 
over all domestic firing appliances wher- 
ever people are thickly congregated; or 
over the fuel used—-or both. 

“In industry it is as we know perfectly 
possible to use in nearly all boilers and 
furnaces the poorest of coals so as reason- 
ably to fall within the Act. This is not so 
and probably never can be the case with 
the domestic hearth.” 


LESS WORK FOR PRIVATE 
ARCHITECTS 


An R.I.B.A. inquiry shows that the 
value of new work commissioned of 
private architects in the second quarter 
of 1960 fell by one quarter from 
the level in the first three months of 
the year, but it was still one fifth more 
than a year earlier. 

The greatest proportionate fall was in 
private housing and in new work coming 
to the small firms with a staff of five ; 
fewer.

ABERFORD BY-PASS CONTRACT 
AUTHORISED 


S reported briefly last week, Mr. Ernest 

Marples, Minister of Transport, has now 
authorised the letting of a contract to 
Dowsett Engineering Construction Co., 
Ltd., for the building of Aberford By-pass 
in the West Riding of Yorkshire, at a cost 
of £690,707. 

The by-pass forms part of the Ministry’s 
plan for modernising the Great North 
Road between London and Newcastle upon 
Tyne. It will run to the east of Aberford 
for just over 24 miles, and will have dual 
24ft. wide carriageways, a 15ft. central 
reservation (widening to 30ft. at junctions) 
and two 12ft. grass verges. Eventually 
the new road will link the nearly com- 
pleted Micklefield By-pass with the trunk 
road between Aberford and Wetherby, 
which is scheduled for improvement. 

Included in the contract is a flyover 
junction at Hook Moor crossroads, con- 
necting with the Wakefield Road (A.642) 
and the Castleford Road (A.656), and a 
bridge to carry the by-pass over Lotherton 
Lane, 

The scheme has been prepared on behalf 
of the Minister by the West Riding of 
Yorkshire County Council (county sur- 
veyor, Col. S. Maynard Lovell, O.B.E., 
Ree Au Mt... &:. A. M. I. Mun. E., 
M.Inst.H.E.), and the work is expected to 
be finished by August, 1962. 


DROUGHT THREATENED 
FACTORIES’ CLOSE-DOWN 


Measures taken to cope with the 1959 
drought in the Billingham group of I.C.I. 
chemical factories on North Tees-side were 
described at the Institution of Civil Engi- 
neers this week in a Paper, “The Utilisa- 
tion and Conservation of Water in the 
Chemical Industry,” by Mr. J. A. Cooper 
(design chemist) and Mr. L. G. Smith 
(design engineer for water and drainage). 

“Before the drought,” the authors stated, 
“normal daily consumption was about 
7,000,000 gallons of town water, about 
half that amount of medium-quality water 
from local streams and boreholes, and 
230,000,000 gallons of estuarine water. By 
late August, industrial plants on Tees-side 
were warned that their water consumption 
might be reduced to 10 per cent. of normal 
for several weeks with a further threat 
of being shut down if the rains did not 
come in time. As it happened, the 
drought ended before a total disruption 
of industry took place.” 

[he authors said that the I.C.I. made 
a drastic reduction of about 60 per cent. 
in consumption of high-grade town water 
during the drought, partly by economising 
and partly by increasing the use of 
medium-grade water, both at considerable 
expense. The overall saving in clean-water 
consumption was about 32 per cent. 

Methods adopted to augment supplies 
included pumping from a large local pond 
and colliery, sinking 12in. boreholes to 
500ft. in a fortnight, and pumping water 
across country in plastic pipelines obtained 
from the Civil Defence organisation. 


FLATS FROM FACTORIES 


A new feature of building construction 
in Holland is the complete factory pro- 
duction of whole flats ready for rapid 
assembly on site. In “Building Matters” 
on October 11, (B.B.C. Network Three), 
the building team (C. Crichton and 
K. Pearce, builders, and H. Kaylor, con- 
sulting engineer) will discuss this develop- 
ment with G. Goulden, deputy director of 
the Building Centre, who has recently 
returned from Rotterdam.

U.S.A. 


INSURANCE ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR COUNCIL EMPLOYEES 


N R. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 
4 Housing and Local Government, 
after consultation with the associations 
of local authorities and the staff asso- 
ciations principally concerned, has 
announced levels of pay above which 
it is proposed that superannuable local 
government employees should be con- 
tracted out of the Government’s new 
graduated national insurance scheme. 
It is proposed that employees whose 
pay is at or below these levels will 
participate in the scheme. 


In order to secure uniform arrange- 
ments throughout the country, the Minister 
has made regulations empowering him to 
act in the place of the employers and 
apply for certificates of non-participation in 
respect of employees subject to the Local 
Government Superannuation Acts, 1937 to 
1953, or to local Act superannuation 
schemes, who are to be contracted out. 

The regulations, the National Insurance 
(Non-participation —- Local Government 
Staffs) Regulations, 1960, came into opera- 
tion on October 1. 


A circular letter to local authorities 
says: “In the course of the consultations 
it was agreed that superannuable em- 
ployees whose pay exceeded a specified 
level should be contracted out of the 
graduated scheme and that the remainder 
should participate. It was also accepted 
that it would be reasonable to specify a 
lower level of pay for this purpose for 
women employees than that specified for 
men. 

“After carefully considering the rele- 
vant factors and the views put forward by 
representative bodies of employers and 
employees, the Minister came to the con- 
clusion that he should accept the recom- 
mendation of the associations of local 
authorities who employ the great majority 
of the staff covered by the local govern- 
ment superannuation scheme, that the level 
of pay which should determine whether or 
not a superannuable employee participates 
in the graduated scheme should be taken 
at £13 a week for men and £12 for women. 
He also accepts that it would be desirable 
to have arrangements for securing that 
employees should not frequently change 
from participation to non-participation on 
changes in pay, and provision to this end 
is included in the detailed proposals set 
out in the form of notice to employees. .. . 
An application for the necessary certificate 
of non-participation will in due course be 
made to the Registrar of Non-participating 
Employments.” 


WHEN HIGH BUILDING 
DENSITIES ARE- ACCEPTABLE 


At particular points where development 
or redevelopment was due, densities 
materially above the average could be 
accepted without prejudice to the general 
development plan for a whole borough or 
county, said tne Minister of Housing and 
Local Government, Mr. Henry Brooke, at 
Southgate recently. 

The Minister, who was opening the 
Borough Council's 13-storey flats (The 
Contract Journal, September 29), said: 
“We need to be open-minded about 
densities, particularly on smallish sites ripe 
for development, though we must also be 
specially careful to make sure that any 
higher density scheme is a really good 
one from the planning standpoint.”

MORE FACTS ABOUT 
BRITAIN’S ROADS 


Britain’s roads continue to be the most 
crowded in the world. This is one of the 
hundreds of facts in the 1960 edition of 
“Basic Road Statistics,” published last 
week by the British Road Federation. 

On the most recent count, we have 
30.9 vehicles per mile of road, 3.3 more 
than West Germany, and 10.6 more than 
the United States. These figures cover 
four—or more—wheeled vehicles only. 
Add motor cycles and others and the 
British figure jumps to 44.8—that is one 
for every 40yd, of road, street and country 
lane. 

How does revenue from motor taxation 
compare with the amount of money spent 
on the roads? At £589m. in 1959/60 
11.1 per cent. of national revenue—motor 
taxation receipts are well over four times 
what they were 10 years ago. And more 
than treble current road expenditure for 
all purposes, 

Latest confirmed figures of Government 
expenditure on the road programme are 


those for 1958/59. £47,100,000 was 
actually spent although the Civil Estimate 
vote by Parliament that year was for 


£52,900,000, It is estimated that by March 
1961 the value of work in progress on road 
modernisation schemes started but not 
completed will be £169,779,000. 

Among other points are these three: 
(a) New vehicle registrations soared in 
1959 to the highest-ever total of 1,250,000 

two a minute throughout the year; (b) 
total cost of road accidents to the com- 
munity rose by £29m, to £219m. in 1959; 
(c) Britain’s roads are the responsibility, 
one way or another, of no less than 1,285 
separate highway authorities.

IN TWO SECTIONS 


World’s Largest Span Claim 


NEW landmark in Toronto was 

recently completed by Anglin 
Norcross, Canadian associates of Holland 
& Hannen and Cubitts, Ltd. It is the 11- 
storey black and silver office building for 
Union Carbide Canada, Ltd., built at a 
cost of £1,800,000. 

The building is believed to have the 
largest span of any office building in the 
world, with all interior columns eliminated 
to allow interior dimensions of 210ft. by 
6lft. 

Exterior projecting columns are faced 
with black granite and the building inco-:- 
porates the largest amount of stainless steel 
curtain wall construction in Canada. An 
estimated 78 tons of 
steel curtain wall has inlet eid 
been used, covering = 
an area of over a 
60,000 sq. ft. : 

The building was o 
constructed in two 
sections —- the main 
structure, and the 
elevator tower to the 
rear. It occupies an 
entire block, with a 
car park for 235 cars. 
Some 450 Union 
Carbide employees 
work in the new 
building on the upper 
seven floors. 

Movable metal 
partitions are used 
throughout the in- 
terior except on the 
executive floor which 
has a permanent type 
masonry wall finished 
in plaster and wood 
pannelling. The ceil- 
ing of the executive 
offices will be com- 
pletely luminous. 

The main _ fover 
has walls of granite 
and glass mosaic, 
terrazzo floors and 
indirect lighting. 

Air conditioning 
equipment has been 
installed for all parts 
of the building. On 
each floor condi- 
tioned air enters 
from two sources; in 


perimeter offices from window induction 
units a foot above floor level, and in 
interior offices through the perforated 
ceilings. 

There are four main lifts and a service 
lift. A staff cafeteria can cater for 185 
people at a_sitting. 

The architects were Shore and Moffat. 
Toronto, and the consulting mechanical 
engineers were Charles S. Leopold Engi- 
neers Inc., Philadelphia, U.S.A. Main con- 
tractors were Anglin-Norcross (Ontaria), 
Ltd., Toronto (superstructure), and Perini, 
Ltd., Toronto (substructure). Curtain wall 
fabricators were Macotta Co. of Canada, 
Ltd., Toronto.

NIGERIA’S NEW £4M. CEMENT WORKS 


WitH the conferment of independence 
on Nigeria comes news of that 
country’s biggest industrial project yet, 
the £4m. cement works now being erected 
by The West African Portland Cement 
Co., Ltd., at Ewekoro, 40 miles north of 
Lagos. 

Production is expected to commence to- 
wards the end of October and will be at 
the rate of 200,000 tons a year. The most 
modern cement manufacturing equipment 
available is being installed at the factory 
which is so planned as to permit of ex- 
pansion when considered desirable. 

The three partners in the scheme are 
The Associated Portland Cement Manu- 
facturers, Ltd., Western Nigeria Develop- 
ment Corporation, and The United Africa 
Co., Ltd., an association of local and over- 
seas capital. 

The main features of the works will be: 


the 500-h.p. hammer crusher, with a crush- 
ing capacity of 200 tons of limestone an 
hour; the kiln, 200ft. long, 12ft. 6in. in 
diameter, weighing 600 tons, which will 
be oil-fired; the 150ft. high chimney; two 
1,100-h.p. cement grinding mills; two silos, 
90ft. high and 35ft. in diameter, with a 
arene capacity of 2,500 tons of cement 
each.

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CONSTRUCTION’S ‘EXPORT 
DRIVE” 


To the Editor of “The Contract Journal.” 


Sir,—In view of the suggestion con- 
tained in your Editorial of September 22, 
that the Export Group would be doing a 
useful job if it examined the possibilities, 
perhaps in conjunction with the Export 
Credits Guarantee Department, of en- 
couraging and helping more contracting 
firms to build overseas, I think I should let 
you know what the Group has been doing. 


Following the meeting addressed by the 
Prime Minister on July 18, when he 
appealed for increased exports, I wrote on 
August 3 to some 150 of the medium- 
sized and larger building and civil engi- 
neering companies who do not at present 
work overseas, in an effort to interest them 
in overseas constructional works and 
assured them that the Group would be 
willing to do what it could to help them. 


To meet the point that the Group should 
co-operate with the Export Credits 
Guarantee Department, I am pleased to 
report that the Group has worked closely 
with the Department over a number of 
years and has negotiated with them a 
special Constructional Works Guarantee 
to meet the particular needs of our indus- 
try. Since that Guarantee was agreed, 
the value of contracts for which Guaran- 
tees have been issued has amounted to 
£26m., while applications in the pipeline 
amount to £96m. 


While the Group has the most friendly 
relations with the Department and Her 
Majesty’s Government, it is no secret 
that, despite the balance of payments diffi- 
culties, we consider that more could and 
should be done to assist our industry by 
the provision of development loans for 
overseas works and we are continuing to 
press this point of view. 


The benefits of what we have achieved 
and anything we may achieve in the future 
are and will be available to those who 
have not done overseas constructional 
work hitherto and to non-members as well 
as members of the Group. 


May I say that I welcome and entirely 
agree with your comment, as we think 
our industry, as the spearhead of other 
British trading interests, has a vital part 
to play in securing export contracts for 
capita! goods and services which, apart 
from the contribution they make to the 
United Kingdom’s economy, are also of 
considerable prestige value.

£150,000 SCOTTISH ROAD 
IMPROVEMENT 


For the re-construction of almost three 
miles of the Tarbert-Rodel road (A.859), 
immediately south of Tarbert, the Secre- 
tary of State for Scotland has approved 
a grant of 100 per cent.

BOOK REVIEWS 


Reinforced Concrete Piling and Piled 
Structures, by F. E. Wentworth-Sheilds, 
W. S. Gray and H. W. Evans. Published 
by Concrete Publications, Ltd., London. 
149 pages. Price 18s., by post 19s.; in 
Canada and U.S.A. $4. 


The second edition of this book contains 
in a concise form much information for 
designers, constructional engineers, and 
students concerned with the manufacture, 
driving, and design of precast concrete 
piles, the testing of soils, and the design 
of piled structures. There are 116 illustra- 
tions and 17 tables. The design data is in 
accordance with the latest British codes 
of practice. 

Extensive revisions have been made to 
the previous edition. Subjects which are 
additional, or have been amplified, include 
loading tests, the calculation of bearing 
capacities of piles, the design of sheet-pile 
retaining walls, and _ specification and 
quantities. The stresses occurring during 
driving are dealt with in detail. Methods 
of designing pile-caps for single piles and 
groups of piles are given with numerical 
examples, The descriptions, working 
drawings, and illustrations of works in the 
course of construction justify the addition 
to the title of “Piled Structures.”

With the increasing amount of radio- 
active waste from the growing number of 
nuclear power stations and the greater 
employment of radioisotopes in industry, 
this book constitutes an important contri- 
bution to the field of wastes engineering. 

The scope of the volume may be 
adequately described by its chapter head- 
ings, which are as follow: The Nature of 


Radioactivity; The Sources of Radioactive 
Wastes; The Hazards of Radiation; The 
Measurement of Radioactivity; The Law on 
Radioactive Wastes in Great Britain; The 
Treatment of Radioactive Liquid Effluents; 
Biological Concentration of Radioactivity 
and its Application to the Treatment of 
Liquid Effluents; The Disposal of Radio- 
active Elements; The Disposal of Radio- 
active Solid Wastes; and The Discharge of 
Radioactive Effluent to the Atmosphere. 

With its comprehensive coverage of the 
implications of radioactivity regarding 
water supply and waste water disposal, 
such a book will prove of both value and 
interest to municipal, civil and chemical 
engineers, and all who are in any way 
connected with water supply or the disposal 
of industrial and domestic wastes.
